SON SWORN IN—DEMOCRATIC MAIL 
OFFICIALS DISCHARGED. 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—The President made the 
following appointments to-day:

Frank C. Loveland was a private in the Sixth 
Ohio Cavairy at the beginning of the war, and 
at its close he had attained the rank of Colonel. 


He was badiy wounded atthe Battle of Cold 
Harbor in 1864, but recovered in time to be 
present with his regiment at the surrender of 
Lee. In 1881, having since the war resided in 
this city, he was appointed a special agent to 
investigate pension cases, an office which he 
retained until his dismissal by Commissioner 
Black. He. is. an enthusiastic Kepublican 
partisan. 

Asa Mathews is the present Speaker of the 
Illinois House of Representatives, which office 
he has held for several terms. He was Colonel 
of an Illinois regiment during the war, and sub- 
sequently held the office of Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for the Peoria district. He 
lives at Pittsfield, 111. He is said to be an ex- 
cellent lawyer. He was indorsed for the office 
by Senator Cullom and many others. 


The fact that some of the employes of the 
Railway Mail Service are now receiving notices 
of dismissal dated prior to the 1st of May has 


started the report that dismissals of Democratic 
clerks are still being made, and that back dates 
are put upon the notices of remo¥al so that the 
authorities way not be accused of trying to 
beat around the civil service law, under which 
the service was placedon May 1. There is no 
question that Democratic employes are now 
receiving official notices that their serviees 
are no longer required, and that these 
notices bear an April date, but Super- 
intendent Bell is emphatic in his declaration 
that there has not been the slightest attempt to 
evade the requirements of thé civil service 
rules. Mr. Belladmits very frankly that he 
bent every energy to the task of making as 
Many changes as possible before the istof 
May, after which not a single appointment 
could be made except through the Civil Service 
Commission. During the last few days of April 
all possible speed was made 1p preparing letters 
of dismissal of Democratic employes and mak- 
ing out appointments of Republicans, ana at 
the last no time was taken upin sending these 
documents out. In the ordinary routine of 
the office it generally takes from a week 
to afortnight fora letter of removal to reach 
the person directly eoncerned. All such letters 
are sent to the Division Superintendents, and 
by them transmitted to the ones whose heads 
are tofall. At the close of April there were 
several hundreds of these notices to be sent 
out, and it was an impossibility to get them 
into the employes’ hands before May 1. It 
takes a week, for example, for a letter to get to 
a Division Superintendent in California, and it 
may have to be sent on to Oregon, perhaps, be- 
fore it reaches its finaldestination. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that Democratic railway mail 
employes are vow learning of their removal, 
but Superintendent Bell says that not a T was 
crossed nor an I detted on either removals or 
appointments after April 30. He also says that 
a dismissed employe receives his pay up to the 
day he quits work, without regard to the date 
of his removal. Superintendent Bell appears 
to be perfectly satisfied with his record elace 
he took char.ze of the Railway Mail Service, his 
only regret being that he did not have time to 
remove many more Democrats and put good 
Republicans in their places, His course, 
he declared, has been, as far as _ possi- 
ble, to weed out incompetents and 

robationers, and his first consideration to bring 

ack those whose records indicated proficlency, 
and who were removed mainiy because they 
were Republicans, He thinks that 90 per cept. 
of his appointments have been of this elass. 
He expresses confidence that the changes made 
by him have materially strengthened the Rail- 
way Mail Service, ard will speedily add to its 
efticiency, a8 it certainly will to its Republican- 
om. ‘ 

Civil Service Commissioner Hugh 8, Thompson 
went down tothe office of the commission to- 
day and qualified by taking the oath of office. 


Some private matters that needed his attention 
occupied lis time mostof the day, but he is 
now a full-fledged Commissioner and has form- 
ally assumea the duties of his office. Mr. 
Theodore Rovosevelt’s commission is waiting for 
him on Commissioner Lyman’s desk. No word 
has been received from him as to when he 
will reach Washington or whether he will 
accept the appointment. Mr. Roosevelt is un- 
known to his teliow-Commissieners ex- 
cept by reputation, but they are prepared to 
give him ao cordial welcome, believing that 
he is adwirably fitted for the office. There has 
been no serious hitch or delay in the work of 
the commission during the months that Mr. 
Ly man bas been the only member of the board, 
but the work has been very heavy, and Mr. 
Lymanis undoubtedly not sorry to share it 
once more with a fall commission. He has haa 
to carry alone the brunt of the task of prepar- 
ing for the placing of the Railway Mail Service 
under the civil service rules, and at the same¢ 
time keep up the routine work of the commis- 
sion, which is in itseif enough to keep three 
Commissioners actively employed. Mr. Thomp- 
son has already taken hold, and it is hoped that 
Mr. Roosevelt will not be long in assuming his 
share of the duties. 

It is understood that ex-Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Edgerton will return to his home in Irdi- 
ana this weex. He has kept his promise to stay 
in Washington-.until the commission was filled, 
put he bas Ssignally failed to accomplish his 
object in staying, which was to defeat the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Thompson to the place from 
which Mr. Edgerton was removed by President 
Cleveland. A story has appearedin print that 
Mr. Cleveland had interested himself per- 
sonally in behalf of the appointment 
of Gov. Thompson, and that President 
Harrison had at last been induced to 
appoint him ih response to a letter from 
the ex-President, asking for it as a personal 
favor. It would appear tobe an easy matter to 
get a denial of this story, but while it is learned 
atthe White House that the recommendation 
for Mr. Thompson’s appointment came from a 
large. number of Democratic and Republican 
Senators, and the intimation is given that Mr. 
Cleveland in no way sought to bring it about, 
there is good reason for asserting that Mr. 
Cleveland did not write any letter in Mr. 
Thompson’s behalf. Aah 

Every time there is a chance of naming a 
Democrat for a position of prominence, there is 
always somebody in Washington or Indlana 


who feels it to be incumbent upon him te vocif- 
erously nominate “Old Saddlebags’ McDon- 
ald. Just now this shout is being raised in 
bebalf of McDonald for Chairman ef the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, just as it was raised 
for him when it was thought that he might be 
pushed into a seat on the Supreme Court 


Bench or into the Treasury after the 
withdrawal of Secretary Manning. In 
order to gratify this desire on the 
part of Mr. McDonald’s friends and ad- 


mirers, it would be necessary to overlook 
the fact that Mr. McDonald is not a member of 
the National Committee, while Mr. Brice, who 
might not be adverse to accepting Mr. Bar- 
num’s place, and Mr. Gorman, who is under- 
atood to be very decidedly opposed to taking it, 
are members of the committee who would not 
relish having a “‘ back number” hoisted in over 
their heads. If anybody from Indiana is named 
in Mr. Barnum’s place the probability would be 
that Mr. & P. Sheerin of Indianapolis would be 
the man. He is the Seeretary of tne 
committee, & Vigorous man if the prime 
of life, a very thorough Democrat, and 
@ politician of no mean skill. To 
his efforts principally were the Democrats in- 
debted for the organization effected in the last 
election in Indiana, and if his party had not 
been confronted with Col. Dudley’s ** blocks-of- 
five” puzzle, Mr. Sheerin would probably be en- 
oying opportunities at the White House tbat 

8 puzzler seems to have forfeited for beating 
bim. He has youth and energy far beyond Mr. 
MeDonaid, and he has not, like McDonald, be- 
eome tiresome through lingering around Con- 
gress and the departments in the prosecution of 
oad jobs of more or less doubtful merit. A 
Democrat who was talking to-day about the 
probability of the selection of Gen. Gor- 
man for the place, said he trusted that

The hesitating attitude of the President in re- 
gard to the negroes is provoking a great deal of 
comment among the colored men who are walt- 


ing in Washington in extraordinary numbers 
for good places, and 1t appears that the fears 
they have begun to feei and express are spread- 
ing. While the colored men are holding back, 
in the hope of hearing more encouraging news 
of the treatment of their race, they are suggest- 
ing a conference in which their rights and 
wrongs sball be discussed. Some of the prom- 
inent colored men in this ¢ity with whom a sitar 
reporter talked expressed the opinion that Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s efforts to bring about a political 
union of thetwo races had been productive of 
good. There is no doubt a strong feeling that 
the President is not going to recognize the col- 
ored people to any great extent in the distriba- 
tson of the offices; but while there is still un- 
certainty on this point no action will be taken. 
Itis thought that by the Fall the purposes of 
the President will be known, and then, if his 
policy is not regarded with favor by the colered 
people, the conference can take action, which 
some now predict will go so far as to refuse to 
affiliate any longer with the Republican Party.

LEAVING AUBURN.

City, will do the last day of his sentence in Au- 
burn Prisuo to-morrow. He will be released on 
Saturday morning, and will take the 10:40 
train for New-York. He will be accompanied 
by his daughter, Miss Anna Fish, who has been 


here eheering the old man by daily visits to 
him at the »rison, 

Fish spends his time in his cell, excepting the 
two ana one-half hours allotted to exercise each 
day. The old man spent these two and a halt 
hours to-day in bidding good-bye to some of 
the prisoners, 5 

Avother thing which Fish did to-day was to 
make his “ will.” The articles willed are some 
things in his cell. He disposes of them in the 
following language: 


“The white blankets in my room are for Pat 
Brady. I want him to have them. The old carpet 
and quilt are for Paul Gauge, the clerk in the Chap- 
lain’s office. The hair mattress and feather pillow 
belong to W. McNeil, who is in the north basement. 
I want them returned tohim. I will leave a gray 
flannel shirt and a pair of suspenders in Capt. 
McNeil’s office for Michael Ballearim.”’ 

Pat Brady, one of the legatees, is in for life. 

Fish has received many letters from New- 
York friends offering him aid and stating that 
they will receive bim with open arms. He says 
he bas not @ dollar. 

Fish has done some good to others while in 
the prison. He secured, through letters and pe- 
titions, the pardon of one man and the commu- 
tution of another. Both were from Texas and 
were United States prisoners. 








NEW @1VIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

BALTIMORE, May 9.—Civil service reformers 
of this city think that President Harrisén’s ap- 
pointments tothe two vacant places on the 
Civil service Commission give promise that so 
far as the influence of the commission can ex- 
tend the laws on the subject will be faithfully 
and intelligently carried out. They say that no 
better man could be chosen for the representa- 
tive of théDemocratic Party on the board than 
ex-Gov. Thompson. Mr. Roosevelt, yourg as 
he is, has already done good serviee in promot- 
ing thisreform.

CLERGYMEN DO NOT AGREB. 





THE RACE QUESTION MAKES TROUBLE 
AMONG THEM. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 9.—The Diocesan Con- 
vention has arrived at a partial solution of the 
negro question. When the convention met the 
seceders, representing thirteen churches, pre- 
sented themselves at the doors and asked leave 
to send an address to the convention. Leave 
Was granted and the address was read. They 
simply announced their willingness to return to 
the fold on condition that the two raees should 
be entirely separated. 

The Bishop, however, who is a Vermonter, 
and who 1s at the head of the clerical party, pre- 
sented his views in his address. In this he says: 
“The fundamental principle for usin diocesan 
convention assembled Mes neither in the will 
of the Bishop nor in the will of the clergy nor 
in the will of the laity nor in the will of all 
three orders combined in one single diocesan 
convention, but in the constitution. I[f you say, 
as it is said in the constitution, that ‘ every 
clergyman who has been actually as well as 
canonically resident within the diocese for the 
space of twelve calendar months next before 
the meeting of the convention, and haa for the 
same period been performing the duties of 
his station. as rector, minister, or. assist- 
ant minister,’ ‘shall be entitled to all the priv- 
ileges of a& member of the convention, 
then you must interpret the word ‘clergyman’ 
aceording to ecclesiastical language, being 
an ecclesiastical word and defined by au- 
thority to bean ‘ordained Christian minister, 
® manin holy orders.’ Now. if you would have 
me add volor to the definition and say, for in- 
stance, ‘a white man in holy orders,’ I answer 
that I cannot do it, because you are substitut- 
ing # local for an ecclesiastical definition.” 

In the meantime the Rev. Mr. Pollard, rector 


of St. Mark’s Church, the bone of contention,’ 


was seated in the convention by the Bishop's 
orders. This rather startled the seceders. The 
compromise proposed by the clerical party is 
in the nature of an amendment tothe consti- 
tution, which, while it keeps out other colored 
delegates, does not interfere with Mr. Pollard’s 
rights. This was passed, and will come up for 
confirmation at the next convention. After 
this had been done a majority of the seceders 
took their seats, and congratulatory speeches 
were made. Aboutahalf dozen of seceders, 
however, refused to agree to the compromise, 
and withdrew from the convention. 

The plan now is to organize the negroes into 
&@ Beparate body, to be presided over by the 
Bisbop, but the bone of contention remains in 
the convention.

NO SIGNS THAT IT WILL NOT GO ON 


FOREVER. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 9.—The taking of 
testimony in the Andover case was resumed 
this morning before ex-Guv. Robinson as Com- 
missioner. Charles H. Barrows, counsel for 
Prof. 8mythe, called Lawyer F. H. Stebbins of 
this city, who said that Dr. Eustis had been to 
his office to consult some books.

At the meeting of May 
7, 1887, Dr. Eustis submitted a written opin- 
ion. Witness then stated his knowledge of the 
contents of Dr. Eustis’s paper. It was a pro- 
posed finding and an argumeut in its support. 
The proposed finding was similar to the one 
finally taken by the Visiturs. It was a general 
argument and without reference to any indi- 
vidual professor. As far as witness recollected, 
Dr. Eustus voted in favor of sustaining the 
charges against Prof. Smythe. ‘ihe complete 
vote involved Prof. Smythe’s removal. Dr. Eus- 
tis did not vote on the cases ofthe other profess- 
ors.

AER TRIAL TRIP IN 
MENDOUS SEA. 
OVER FOURTEEN KNOTS AN HOUR 
UNDER EASY STEAM-—HER MACHIN- 
ERY STANDS THE STRAIN ADMIRABLY. 
By Associated Press. 

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., May 9.—The United 
States cruiser Cnarleston arrived here for her 
trial trip last evening, making, under easy 
steam during the last portion of her trip, @ 
little more than fourteen knots per hour. The 
cruiser left Mission Rock in San Francisco Bay 
at 5:48 o’clock Tuesday morning. In the cir- 
cular bulwarks fore and aft, where the: elght- 
inch rifled guns are to find position, and in the 
sponsons for the accommodation of the six-inch 
guns were piled pig iron bars tn sufficient num- 
ber to represent the weight of powerful guns. 
The brass railings and mountings lacked polish, 
while a great portion of the wood and metal 
work was covered with tarpaulins for protec- 
tion. Lanterns were suspended in the ward 
rooms and passage ways for lighting purposes 
in Jieu of the electric light plant, which is not 
complete. 

Apart from these features, which had no bear- 
ing upon the working capacity of the cruiser, 
she was in readiness to attempt the duty as- 
signed to her of developing 7,000 horse power 
by her two compound engines for four con- 
secutive hours—a more severe test, itis claimed, 


than any to which the ships of war are usually 
Subjected in making a test of power and speed. 

The cruiser was in command of Capt. Charles 
M. Goodall. The official inspection board vf 
United States naval oflicers consisted of Com- 
Movdore A. E. K. Benham, Commander Henry 
Glass, Naval Constructor Joseph Feaster, Lieut. 
> F. Gualtrough, and Chief Engineer R. L.

The engines had 
run smoothly and without a jar, and, with the 
one exception noted, tothe entire satisfaction of 
the contractors and the Government engineers.

During the four bours’ run from off Point 
Benchon to Point Conception, ending at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoou, the speed of the 
cruiser averaged 13.10 knots per pour. From 
Point Conception to Santa Barbara the engines 
were malntained at steadily increasing speed, 
and the cruiser exhibited « maximum speed of 
14.12 knots during the last stage of the run to 
this port.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Naval offieers are grati- 
fied at the result attending the run of the new 


cruiser Charleston from San Francisco to Santa 
Barbara. Naval Constructor Hichborn says 
that the pitching of the vessel in the heavy 
sea.(to the extent of exposing the propeilefs) 
imposed upon the engines and machinery a 
strain of the utmost severity, which was never- 
theless successfully resisted. He was not sur- 
prised at her shipping water over the bows, 
and said that fast vessels of that type (with 
bow and stern cut dewn to udmit of tiring 
uhead) were necessarily wet boats when furced 
under speed into a head sea. 

Mr. Scott, the President of the Union Iron 
Works, was also much pleased with the Charles- 
ton’s performance on her first trip away from 
her dock. He called attention to the fact that 
the vessel was not under trial on her way down 
to Santa Barbara, and expects that she will do 
much better on trial over a measured course 
and witn forced draught. 

Secretary Tracy has extended for four months 
and four days the time allowed the Union 
Tron Works of San Francisco in which to 
complete the cruiser San Francisco. This is 
one of the large 4,000-ton cruisers which 
was contracted for Oct. 27, 1887, at a cost of 
$1,428,000, and was to be completed Oct. 27 
next. More than four-tenths of the work upon 
the vessel has been done, and the extension is 
granted upon the ground that the department 
had delayed the delivery of the working plans. 
An extension of one year was sought by the 
contractors upon a plea that the sub-contract- 
ors who were to supply the steel had been re- 
mies in delivering it, but the department was 
obliged to deny this application for the reason 
that it was not responsible for the delay. 


HISTORY OF THE CHARLESTON. 

The cruiser Charleston is the first of the new 
war ships to be built on the Pacific coast. The 
act authorizing her construction was dated 
March 3, 1883, and the contract was executed 
Dec. 28, 1886 In giving the contract to the 
Union Iron Works of San Francisco Mr. Whitney 
Was actuated by the desire to equalize through- 
out the country the work on the war ships, and 
make the building up of the iron and steel in- 


dustry a national and not a local object. As 
&@ matter of fact, the bid of the Union 
iron Works was in excess of some of 
its competitors, but taking into consideration 
the cost of labor and material on the Pacific 
coast the Secretary felt wg « in awarding 
the contract for the price stipulated. When 
the Union lron Works took the éontract there 
were no works on the Paoitic coast that could 
supply the steel plates in the sizes demandea 
by the specifications, and to obtain the requisite 
material it became necessary to send to Pitts- 
burg and Midvale, Penn. The cost of trans- 
portation across the continent was very heavy, 
and was ahother catise of the increased price 
ae by the San Francisco people for the 
cruiser. 

As the work progressed, at first slowly, but with 
& gradual acceleration as the Union Iron Works 
got in position huge plants for the making of 
steel plates, 1t became eviacent that war ships 
eould be built on the Pacitic for a price but little 
in excess of that demanded by Eastern firms. 
To such an extent has the steel industry been 
pushed on the Pacific by the war-ship con- 
tracts that it is now found that a grade of 
material is made there which is said to have 
no superior in the United States. Since the 
Charlestou’s contract was awarded, the Union 
Tron Works has obtained the work of construc- 
tion on two new war shipsof even greater 
size. They are the San Franeisco, a vessel de- 
signed for a nineteen-knot-an-hour speed, and 
the coast-defense battle ship, a craft which will 
earry heavier armament than any other war 
ship afloat. 

The conditions demanded by the Government 
under which the Charleston was built were 
very exacting, for it was determined that she 
should breax the record of the new Japanese 
war ship Naniwa Kan, the Charleston's proto- 
type.. The Neniwa Kan is an English-bailt 
war ship constructed for the Japanese, and 
known {to have attained to a speed of ninetcen

knots per hour. The superior qualities devel- 
oped by the Nainiwa Kan induced the Navy De- 
artment to use her as a copy for the Charles- 
on, At the same time it was meant that 
the Charleston should outdo the Naniwa Kan 
and on her own lines, for it 1s known that nine- 
teen attempts were made by the Japanese 
cruiser before she reached the nineteen-knots- 
an-hour limit. The Japanese Nave boasted that 
the Naniwa Kan and a sister ship, which has 
recently been added to their navy, could of 
themselves scatter the American fleet in the 
Pacific, capture San Francisco, and lay under 
tribute the whole of the California coast. 
There has been need for some time for just 
such @& vessel as the Charleston .on the 
Pacific coast, for it has been proved 
more than once that during our occasienal 
strained relations with the Oriental nations our 
defenseless condition in the Pacific would egg 
them to make asally upon us. Now that the 
Charleston is finished and is ready for service, 
all but for the receiving of her guns aboard, 
San Francisco is notin such a helpless condi- 
tion, and what with the advent of the cruiser 
San Francisco and the coast-defense vessel, 
{ the Pacific coast will be rendered able to de- 
fend itself from all attaeks of an ordinary nat- 
ure.

in many respects when compared with 
the vessels of days gone by. Instead of the 
great sail power aloft which was the delight 
and joy of the man-of-wars-man, not a square 
inch of canvas is to be seen, and in lieu of the 
tail tapering spars of the line-of-battle ship 
there stand two short steel masts, having at 
their upper extremities mere tops for the 
mounting of machine and Gatling guns. 

The guns of the Charieston are most formida- 
ble. There are two guus capable of throwing 
projectiles to a distance of nearly nine miles, 
and six guns having a seven-mile range. These 
guns are breech-loaders, and known respectively 
as the six-inch and eight-ineh war ordnance rifles. 
The Boston and Atlanta carry the same main 
battery as will the Charleston. The secondary 
battery of the Charleston will consist of four 
8ix-pounder rapid-fire guns, two three-pounder 
rapid-fire guns, two one-pounder rapid-tire 
guns, four tnhirty-seven-millimeter revolving 
cannon, and two Gatlings. 

The following are the principal dimensions of 
the new war ship: Length over all, 0 feet; 
length on load line, 300 feet; breadth, 46 feet; 
draugnt of water forward, 17 teet 6 inches; 
draught of water aft, 19 feet 6 inches; mean 
draught, 18 feet 6 inches; diaplacement to mean 
Joad line, 3,730 tons; tons per incn at load line, 
23.35; indicated horse power, natural draugbt, 
5,000; indicated horse power, forced drauht, 
7,650; maximum speed in knots, per hour, 18.9; 
complement, 325 men. 

The lighting is etfected by two electric incan- 
descent lighting plants, working inthe same 
circuit, and each capable of providing at 
| least 3,200 candle power of light. The lamps 
| areso placed asto fully light up all parts of 
the ship, including coal bunkers, magazines, 
shell and ammunition rooms, running lights, 
and lights for use on deck and aloft. Provision 
is made for draining water from the store- 





rooms, chain lockers, coal bunkers, and all 
| other compartments of the vessel to 
places from which the water can be 


| pumped by band or steam. The ventilation of 

| the living and storage spaces is by the exhaust 
system, and while natural ventilation is used 38 
far as possible, artificial exhausts are provided 
for all compartments below the spar aeck by 
means of two blowers of 10,000 cubic feat 
capacity per minute.

TRENTON, N. J., May 9.—Eckford Moore, who 
has just been succeeded as Postmaster by 
Alexander OCyard, has a slander suit on his 
hands brought by his predecessor, Carles 8 
Skirm, who claims $10,000 damages. Some 
time ago United States Post Oftice Inspector 
Williams H. Smith, when ke investigated Mr.

THE MAYOR'S PROPOSAL PRAC. 
TICALLY DEAD. 

THE FASSETT PRISON BILL PASSED BY 
THE SENATE—REPORT OF THE AS 
SEMBLY CEILING COMMITTEE. 

ALBANY, May 9.—The Mayor’s Rapid-Transli 
bill was formally killed this morning in the As- 
sembly, and unless a new deal is made between 
Mayor Grant and Mr. Platt it never will 
be resuscitated. Mr. Crosby’s motion to taxe 
the Assembly hill from the table was beaten by 
a vote of 47 to 59. Half an hour later Mr. 
Sheehan advanced into “the well” and inno 
cently asked the Speaker to go into the order of 
the report of committees. The Speaker inno- 
cently complied, and then Mr. Sheehan made a 
motion to discharge the Railroad Committee 
from the consideration of the Senate bill which 
was referred to it yesterday, but the 
motion received only 47 votes, while 61 were 
cast againstit. The vote both times was ual- 
most drawn on party lines, the only Repub- 
licans voting with Sheehan and Crosby being 
Cottrell of Allegany, Donaldson of Saratoga, 
Fish of Patnam, Gallup of Onondaga, Gibbs, 
Hamilton, and King of New-York, Mead of 
Delaware, Rhodes of Westchester, Sperry of 
Kings, ana Youngman of Albany. The follow- 
ing Democrats voted against the bill: Hag- 
gerty, Longley of Kings, and Townsend of 
Queens. The larger number of the Kings 
County men skulked. 

The Republicans nave not profited by the dis- 
astrous defeat they have met at the hands of 
Mayor Grant and Gov. Hill in the recent deal, 
but are livingin the hope that by holding the 
Rapid-Transit bill in the Railroad Committees 
Mayor Grant may be brought around to divide 
his patronage in New-York among the Repub- 
lican politicians. If the Mayor makes arrange- 
ments satisfactory to the Republicans, it may 
be possible to bring the bill out of the commit- 
tee and do something withit. That is the only 
Way possible for the bill ever to be brought 
back to life. Unless Mayor Grant consents to 
bargain with the Republicans, all chanee of 


passing his bill is gone. This is tne high and 
lofty attitude of the Republicans. 

John H. Strahan brought a Dill to Albany 
authorizing the New-York City authorities to 
issue revenue bonds to meet the expenses to be 
incurred by the appointment of four additional 
Police Justices. The amount necessary is not 
named. Without this bill, it is claimed, the 
ettects of the Police Justice bill are null and 
void until the next city budget is made up. 
The bill was given to Hamilton Fish, Jr, who 
handed it to his fellow-reformer Gibbs. The 
latter has apparentiy had enough of deals, for 
he took it over to the Senate to persuade soma 
credulous member to take charge of it The 
Republicans declare that they wili not pass this 
bill till Mayor Grant announces his appoint- 
ments. They say he has the power to make the 
appointments, but they control the city’s purse 
strings. 

Tne House also killed the Batcheller State 
Care Insane bill. Mr. Nixon, speaking gener- 
ally for the Supervisors of the State who have 
been fighting une bill from the very first on the 
most wercenary principles, moved to strike out 
the enacting clause when Mr. Crosby brought 
the bill before the House. Mr. Crosby said he 
regretted Gen. Batcheller had been called away 
from Albany, because he had made a close 
study of this subject and was better able to 
handle it than any man he knew. He de- 
Cclared that: the number of the insane 
in this State was increasing marvelously 
year by year. experts placing the number 
as high as six hundred or seven bundred 
ayear. The State ought to take steps to pro- 
vide for the welfare of these unfortunate 
beings.

kinder treatment. 

To the mercenary arguments advanced by 
Messrs. Loder of Monroe and Harwood vf 
Niagara, who complained of the great loss to 
counties that now had their local institutions, 
by the passage of the Batchelier bill, Geu. 
Husted paid particular attention. This ques- 
tion, he said, is now resolved down to one of 
dollars and cents. He thought it certainly uu- 
dignified for the State to be influenved in its 
action by arguments such as he had heard ad- 
vanced against this bil. He thought it was the 
only kind of a bill te pass, that the patienis 
would be better under it and the State would 
be better for it. Turning to those speukers who 
opposed it he said: ‘You may defeat this bill 
this year, but you have got to come down to 
this system in the end, if not this year, then 
next.” 

Mr. Acker of Steuben, made a capital. speech 
in favor of the bill. He notitiea the members 
that they had been legisiating all Winter for 
corporations, for private institutions, for public 
schools, andin the interest of commerce, but 
now they were calied upon to take action upon 
the most humane bill brought before them. I5 
was not @ question of dollars and cents, it was 
@ question of humanity. He was surprised to 
hear members speak of the littie expense the 
patients caused under the county system. 
That, in his judgment, was the strongest argu- 
meutin favor of the bill He was amazed to 
know tbat an insane patient could be kepta 
week for $1 15 by acounty asylum. He could 
not understand how any member could in bis 
Place make such an assertion. Everyboay 
knew that it was simply an impossibility to 
maintain life decently at such a price. 

Mr. Coon wanted to exempt from the opera- 
tions of the bill all counties that bad built their 
own institutions. Mr. Nixon’s motion to strike 
out the enacting elause was carried, 55 to 45. 

An exciting scene occurred just at the close 
of the morning session of the House. There was 
considerable confusion down in the well, as 
there always is at this hour. Athird of the 
House was on its feet with resolutions to ad- 
vance bills. Gen. Husted, taking advantage of 
the situation, slipped down into the well, band- 
ed a resolution to the Clerk, caught the Speak- 
er’s eye, and said, in a tone so low that not more 
than half a dozen persons heard him, “Senate 
bill——third reading.” 

“So ordered,’”’ exclaimed the Speaker. Gen. 
Musted put his hand over his mouth and whis- 
pered to the Speaker, “The Vedder Tax bill.” 
Technically the procedure was all right, but as 
a display of the methods by which bilis good, 
bad, and indifferent can be progressed in the 
House it affords a briiliant example, Mr. Shee 
han, the vigilant leader of the minority, was 
standing only ten feet away from Gen. Husted 
at the time, and was ignorant of what had beeu 
done. When his attention Was called to the 
matter he arose and denounced it in vig- 
orous language. He said the Republicans 
had votes enough to progress the bill 
properly and _ iegitimately, and sll he 
asked was that the business of the 
House should be cenducted under the rules 
fairly and honorably. He denounced Gen. 
Husted’s action asa trick and asserted that 
any kind of legislation could be accomplished 
through fraud’ and chicanery. He appealed ta 
the Republicans to repudiate the proceeaing, 
which he declared *‘was infamous and damna- 
ble.” The Republicans whipped through an 
order to adjourn as soon as Gen. Husted ex- 
Diained how artfully he had accomplished his 
purpose. : 

Alter the House adjourned Mr. Sheehan and 
Gen. Husted had an exciting encounter in the 
well, the former accusing the latter of resort- 
ing to trickery whenever he wanted a particu- 
larly bad bill passed.

The report gocs 
into miaute details as to the manner in which 
this conspiracy was carried into effect. The 
result of the combination referred to was to 
make competitive bidding a farce and to lead 
to the acceptance of Snaith’s bid. 

The report says that Andrews falsely stated 
to the committes that he had copsulted with 
the Attorney General as to his own right to 
Bextra compensation. This led to the passage of 
B resolution allowing him $3,500 for his own 
services, The limit of the appropriation mado 

y the act was $278,992. Snaith’s pid was 
270,150; $2,500 was ny pe ama for the 
architect and $3,500 for Andrews, which left 
$2,842 for the incidental expenses of the com- 
mittee, d&o., showing conclusively that Snalth’s 

d was arranged at a sum which would leave 
room for the other exactions made by Andrews 
oo just get within the limit of the appropria- 
tion, ; 

The report severely censures the so-called 
architect, Rowe, as totally untit fot the work 
and as one of the conspirators aiding in pre 
venting honest bidders from obtaining {nforma- 
tion on which they eould make their bids and 
altering the plans in the interest of Snaith and 
Bullivan. While the contract prohibited the 
assignment of any part of the contract without

under some prearranged agreétuent as to 
the division of the spoils. Of the total 
moneys paid Snaitn, $95,746 17 Was paid 
Sallivan or his firm. There was a profit on the 
work of $120,000, of which $39,086 91 stiil 
remains in the Treasury. Thig leaves $80,000 
in the hands of Snaith and Sullivan. Invest- 
ments aggregating $26,000 being admitted by 
Bullivan, and $28,089 28 by Snaith, leaves to 
be acoounted for oaly $26,000, which the com- 
mittee fail to trace, but they are satisfied that 
it was not disbursed on account of legitimate 
expenditures on the Capitol set 

The committee fegard itas plain thatif the 
Ceiling Cummission had given the attention to 
the duties imposed upon them, which the nat- 
are of such duties required, a large part of the 
fraud might have been prevente The report 
gays: 

** We call the attention of} the DistriotAttorney of 
Albany County to the evidenee taken by us, and 
recomiménd that he lay the same before the Grand 
Jury of such county, that proper indictments may 
be Sana against the parties who have defrauded 
the State. Wealeo reeommend that tne Attorney 
General should institute proceedings against 
&uaith, Sullivan, and Andrews, and snaith’s bonds.

allowed prisonersin any prison exceed 10 per 
centum of their earnings. 

Abs a supplement to the amendment offered by 
the introducer of the bill, Senator Linson sug- 
gested that the clerk and assistant clerks shall 
be subject to such rules and regulations as may 
be preseribed by the Controller. This sugzg- 
tion met with Mr. Fassett’s approval. Senat 
Sloan offered the last amendment, requiring 
that the Oontroiler shall report to the Legislat- 
ure annually agdétailed statement of the finan- 
Gial condition of each penal institution under 
the control of the Superintendent of Prisons; 
also a statement as to the material on hand and 
the business performed during the year. The 
bill was then pat upon its final passage. 

When Senator Fasactt’s namé was called he 
askéd to be excused from voting, and made 4 
manly and straightforward speech. In conclud- 
ing it he said: 

MR PRESIDENT: I believe this Dill to be as nearly 
as it is possible to come Under the existing restric. 
tions the Very best measure for thé Management of 

rngons that We can get atthe present time. What 

ave we done? We havé arranged prisottiers into 
three olasees or grades; We have donceded to the 
laboring peopie that so far as such things shail keep 
them busy they shall supply the staple articles for 
the occupants of the institutions of thé State. We 
have provided for an indeterminate sentence so thata 
Man shali only be released when he has given some 
evidence that he is fit to be released. e have ea- 
tablished a different system of keeping accounts 
and requiring reports; and above all we have given 
the prisoners something todo. We have guarded it 
at every step against injustice, or t extended a 
compotition with free labor on the outside, always 
fotnera poring that whenever a man labors, inside 
or outside, his labor comes in competition with 
every other mao who is laboring in the same direc: 
tion and upon the same material; and whether you 
send the product of his labor to Africa, Europe, or 
South America, or whether it is used in this 
State, it must displace the labor of some 
Other laborer, ana e0 the pressure is felt 
ali along the line. Having accopted the dootrine 
that men must be given labor that calls for the in- 
telligent activity of the mindand body, you must 
carry it to ite logical conclusions and arrange, with 
as much consideration as possible, for the wants of 
the laboring men outside for the proper and reason- 
able disposition of the proceeds and products of 
such labor. All that we have endeavored to do in 
this bill, and I believe we have gotle @ great ways 
toward solving this great prison problem.” 
The vote was as follows: In the affirmative— 
Messrs, Arnold, Coggeshall, Deane, Erwin, Fas- 
sett, Hawkins, Hendricks, [ves, Kellogg, Lewir, 
Laughlin, McNaughton, O’Connor, Raines, Rob- 
ertson, Sloan, Stadler, Sweet, Vedder, Walker, 
Ward, Worth—22, In the negative—Messrs. 
Cantor, Collins, Foley, Grady, Langbeln, Lin- 
gon Murphy, Pierce, Ruséell—9. 
Senator Cantor introduced a bill which was 
ordered to a third reading and referred to the 
Cities Committee after sume absurd opposition 
from Senators Erwin and Langbein. The bill 
simply makes possible the practical working of 
the Police Justice bill which was yesterday 
signed by the Governor. It authorizes Mayor 
Grant to designate the places in which the fif- 
teen Polive Justices of the city shall hold court. 

Assemblyman McCarren’s bill appropriating 
the sum of $1,000,000 for street and sewer im- 
provements in Brooklyn was passed, 

A communication to the Lieutenant Governor 
was received and read from the desk from ex- 
Senator Van Cott, giving notice that he had 
accepted the Postmastership and resigned his 
office as Sonator. 

Tne afternoon session was taken up with the 
discussion of a bill introduced by Senator 
Hendricks, at the request of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, aliowing the Superintendent of the salt 
reservatious to renew the leases on the Onon- 
daga Reservation for a period of five years. 
Mr. Hendricks said that the passage of the bill 
Was very necessary, sincé otherwise the State 
might be compelled to pay 4 million or two of 
dollars for improvements on thf reservations. 
At present thero Was no power to renew the 
leases. He theréfore asked that the bill be al- 
lowed to go to a third reading. Benator Walker 
objected, and the bill was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee, with instructions to report 
as soon as possible, 

The Committee on Commerce and Navigation 
reported favorably Mr. Greene’s New-York and 
New-Jersey Bridge bill, which was recently 
rushed through the Assembly. The bill is now 
in general orders and will probably come up 
for final disposition early next week. 

Benaior Deane made another attempt this 
afternoon to pass his general escheat pill, but 
it was unsuccessful. The chief objection against 
it was urged by Col. Murphy, who said that its 
passage meant that the Watts Leake estate 
—— recover its claimed property in New- 
York. 

Lieut. Gov. Jones ‘has appointed Messrs. Fas- 
sett, Sweet, and Linson as a conference com- 
mittee to consider, on the part of the Senate, g 
the Fassett Prison bill. Senators O'Connor, 
Hawkins, and Grady have also been appointed 
an investigating committee to look into the sus- 
picious circumstances surrounding the death of 
Thomas G. Winchester at the Ninety-ninth- 
Street Hospital in New-York. 








STILL ANXIOUS ABOUT NIAGARA. 
There has been a tornado of opposition 
to any legislation opening the way to a desecra- 
tion of Niagara Falls. Notwithstanding thisa 
measure is pending at Albany to allow a certain 
company to introduce machinery under the 
Falls. The otherday it seemed in a fair way 
to be Killed, but apparently the protectors of 
the greatest cataract in the world are appre- 
aes thatthe bill may be brought to life 
again. 

One of them, @ well-known civil engineor at 
the western end of the State, has written a let- 
ter to the Niagara Reservation Commission, in 
which he says: 

“{T hope the friends of the preservation of 
Niagara arerallying to prevent the passage of 
this bill. Is not the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of Niagara in existence? Surely, if not, 
the individual members of it will have enouxh 
love fur Niagara and its scenery to prey t 
such a desecraticn of it as will be sure to ensue 
if this bill ig dilowed to pass.”’ 

It is the opinion of this expert that “itis an 
impossibility to introduce machinery under the 
Falls without onpenen, some portion of the 
works to public view. It is expected to trans- 
mit 50,000 horse power to Buffalo, whieh, with 
40 to 45 per cent. waste, means a power under 
the Falls of 80,000 horse power, requiring from 
120 to 160 turbine wheels. Where are the % 
wheels to be placed; out of sight? To transmit 
electricity requires dynamos, These could not 
be put under the Falls, The power must be 
taken tothem from the wheels wy shafting or 
other device to the top of the bank. Possibdiy 
huge unsightly buildings may be erected under 
the clitfs, To conventrate the power mentioned 
it will be necessary to build permanent coffer 
dams in the ved of the stream,” 








MRS. NEILSON SUED. 


Mrs, Martha Ferguson, a boarding house 
keeper of Newport, R.1., bas brought suit in 
the Supreme Court of this county against Mrs. 
Mary Neilson of this city for $25,000 damazes, 


caused by a collision of Mrs, Neilson’s carriage 
with Mrs. Ferguson's phaeton, 

Mrs. Fergusun’s attorneys, Lookweod & Hill, 
of 59 Liberty-street, when asked about the 
matter said: “Mrs. Neilson is the widowed 
sister of Frederick Gebhard. During the Sum- 
mer of 1885 she was sojourning in Now- 
port. While driving one day in her béach 
wagon her horses collided with Mrs. Fer- 
guson’s carriage, upsetting it, smasbing 
it up, and throwing the lady out on 
the ground.

PROCTOR KNOTT DEFEATED 


SPOKANH WINS THE DERBY 
BY A NOSE. 
A SWERVE IN THE HOMESTRETCH BRINGS 
DEFEAT TO THE GREAT KENTUCKY 
‘RACER —ALL DERBY RECORDS 
BEATEN. 

LOUISVILLE, May 9.—Kentucky holds to-day 
no more thoroughly-disappointed man tian 
Samuel W. Bryant, owner of the famous three- 
year-old gelding, Proctor Knott, the winner of 
last year’s Junior Champion and Coney Island 
Faturity. Proctor Knott, his pet, and as he and 
many other horsemen bélievea, the best horse 
ever foaled in America, was beaten in the Ken- 
tucky Derby, the race which Western breeders 
consider the greatest thrpe-yeat-old race of the 
year. A Montana-trained ‘horse, Spokane, who 
made no show whatever as a two-year-old, 
snatched victory from the horses bred, owned, 
and trained in Kentucky. 

fo make the defeat even more galling, Spo- 
kane ran the Derby distance one and a half 
seconds faster than it was ever before run, his 
time being 2:3419, two seconds faster than Ben 
Ali ran the same course in 1886 and one and half 
seconds faster than the time of The Czar in the 
Pacific Derby on April 23 laat. 

When a year ago Noah Armstrong brought his 
Montana-bred norse’ from his mountain ranch 
and declared that he would win the Derby, 
Kentuckians laughed at him, and even smiled 
at @ man who could carry such a delusion about 
with him. Now they doff their hats to the 
owner of the son of Hyder Ali and Interpose, 
who came te the famous Churchill Dewns and 
beat the blue-grass-bred ones out of sight—beat 
them handily all save one, That one was the 
son of Luke Blackburn and Tallapoosa, the 
homely but speedy gelding Proctor Knott, who 


fought Spokane to the end, and though beaten 
Was not disgraced, for he was beaten leas taan 
half the length of his great homely head. 

It was the atest Derby ever run, without a 
deubt, and the greatest crowd assétmbled on 
Churchill Downs in & store of years was thore 
to see it decided. Eight horses patticiputed in 
it, all cartying 118 pounds except Proctor 
Knott, who had the three-pound gelding allow- 
ance of the 014 eoale of Weights, under which 
the racé.wasrun. These sigs werfe Spokane, 
riddew by Kiley; Proctor Knott, with Barnes 
up; Once Again, ridden by Isaac Murphy; Boot- 
maker, With Warwick tn the saddle; Sports- 
inah, with Isaaé Lewis up; Cassius, pl- 
loted by Taral; Outbound, with Hollis 
holding the reins, and Hindoocraft, ridden 
by Armstrong. The lot, started in the chute, 
came Weil away, Hindoooraft, Bootmaker, and 
Spokane leading the way to the main track. 
Once thére,jBarnes gave Proctor Knott bis head, 
and be bounded at once to the front, passing 
the stand five lengths akead of Hindoocraft, 
with Spoxane a gued third, and Young’s pair 
close behind. On they rushed, all closing on 
Knott, who, in making the ciroult of the track, 
was taken in hand by Barnes for the fight at 
the finijeah, And that finish was a really 
grand oné. Knott and Spokane were let 
out for it at the same instant. Whips 
flew ahd spurs dug against the sides of the 
flying pair. The rush was tremendous. It evi- 
dently wasa bit too hard for Proctor Knott, 
who swerved toward the rails when half way 
down the stretch. That swerve was fatal to bis 
auccess, for Spokahe shot by and was two 
lengths in front before Barnes could get the 
frenzied gelding straightened out. When ha 
did the horse was at the distance stand and 
though he came in his final spurt like the wind, 
he camé too late to do any gvod, for Spokane 
sped past the judges, winner of as creat a race 
as Almeri¢éans have ever seen, by little more 
than the length of his nose. Three lengths away 
was Once Ag&in, the rest of the party being 
weil wie 3 out. Spokase had won the stake 
worth $4,850 for his owner and very many 
thousand dollars besides for the Montana party, 
who were able to get 10 to 1 against their horse 
as long as they wanted it, for every Kentuckian 
was backing Proctor Knott, even at the long 
odds of 1 to 2 on. 

That it was a race from start to finish the 
fractional time shows, the time for the quar- 
ter being 0:249, the half 0:48, the three- 
quarters 1:14, the mile 1:41, and the mile 
and a quarter in 2:09,

AND THE NEW BRIDEGROOM A BROTHER 


OF THE FORMER HUSBAND. 
POUGHKEDPSIE, N. Y., May 9.—Society here is 
considerably agitated over the case of Alice A. 
Davies who, on May 4, was married at Christ 
Church, Riverdale, to Lathrop R. Bacon of 
New-York. Alice was the daughter of Thomas 
lL. Davies, aeceased, who, in his lifetime, was 
President,of the Bank of Poughkeepsie and 
lived in a large mansion on Mansion-square. 
About 1871 Miss Davies became acquainted 

with Edward Bacon at a-watering place. 
When the New-Hamburg disaster occurred on 


the Hudson River Railroad, Mr. Bacon, who 
was then a lawyer in Buffalo, was called to this 
city to look after the interests of several people 
whoso relatives were killed in that calamity. 
While here he rénewed his acquaintance with 
Miss Davies, and in due course of time they 
were matried. Mr. Bacon prospered rapidly, 
and, becoming one of the leading lawyers of 
Buffalo, fermed a copartnership with William 
Dorsheimer. 

Oné child was born to Mr. and Mrs, Bacon, but 
afterward died. 

It is said that last Summer Miss Davies ap- 
peared at Lake Minnewaska, alone, and that 
soon after Lathrop Bavon arrived. 

About @ year age Edward Bacon besame so 
strongly impressed with the idea that his wife 
Was too intimate with his brother, Lathrop R. 
Bacon, that one’ day he went to his house in 
New-York, 8014 everything there was in it, and 
departed. His wife consulted a lawyer, who 
instructed her to go to Rhode Island and re- 
main there a year, and then sue for a divorce 
on the ground of desertion. This shedid. She 
went to Providence, R, I., and about two weeks 
aao the divorce was granted.

Its first two columns are 
devoted to a rehearsal of facts a little 
ancient than the flood. In effect, the majority 
reportis a defense of trusts. The conclusions 
of the majority are thus summarized: 


“Your committee would frankly state, while tne 
trust, which is a new form of an old and well-known 
principle, is fall of dangers and should be repressed 
and hedged around by law, it is notot necessity a 
monopoly, nor inconsistent with the public aavisn- 
tage within certain reasonable limitations; that 
every combination in trade has greater power 
either for geod or 6Vil than the individual members 
of which it is composed; that its power to fix prices 
or to unduly increase them is indeed greater, but 
that the danger arising from its exercise 
18 «greatly lessened by the inventions and 
discoveries of this age; that steam and electricit: 
are factors of the greatest consequence in the ad. 
justment of wrongs and differénces which in former 
times would have been without a remedy; . that the 
new elements on which the principle of combination 
seizes are balanced and offset by other and, it posui- 
|" more powerful forces of modern civilization, 
and that, asa general rile, society may rely upen 
these opposing elements ahd compensations * to 
keép the peace” between itand the contifcting in- 
teresté and intluences of the world of trade, no mat- 
ter how great their interests ond influences may be, 
aud that such balancing forces are far more potent 
to that end than any arbitrary rules of legislative 
enactment. 

“Combination among laberers,jor the rightjtojunite 
for protection, is # principle ey recognized by 
law. The limits within which such right thay be 
exercised are Rialaly Coricgated, and sharp penal- 
ties are prescribed for all who overstep them. ‘he 
a upon which such rights were formerly 
deni bear a remarkable resemblance to those 
which are now urged to deny absolutely the right 
ef combination to capital. 

“The right of combination among capitalists, man- 
ufacturers, or common carriers for every purpose 
consistent with the public welfare should net be 
unnecessarily restrained. But the severest penal- 
ties should be prescribed and enforced (and unless 
enforced they should not be prescribed) tor every 
attompt at combination the end and purpose of 
which is an unjust monopoly, or of unduly enhance. 
ing the price of any commodity. 

“This investigation,ordered by the Senate, hasnot 
yet resulted in any legislation on this subject, and 
thé investigation has not been without great public 
sdivantages. Tlie more that is known of trusts the 
less they are feared. There has beén a remarkable 
change In public opinion regarding them since the 
commencement of the investigation. It is a grow- 
ing sentiment that the evils of which they are the 
oause are short-lived. The result justifies the de- 
liberate course of the Legisiature regarding this 
question. 

“The Attorney General, in consequence of the in- 
vestigation of this subject ordered by the Senate, 
has brought an action in the name of ® people of 
the State of New-York against the orth Kiver 
Sugar Kefining Company, asking judgment of dis- 
solution and forfeiture of its charter because of its 

Onucction with the trust knownas “The Sugar 

Nefiners’ Company.” It is understood that the 
issues in that action involvethe validity of the 
trust and the penalties incurred by the several cor- 
poratious of whichit is composed or which have 
been instrumental in its creation. Already 
the Suprewe Court has decided that question 
in favor of the people and the learned 
opinion by Mr. Justice Barrett, with the briefs ot 
counsel, will be tound with the testimony herewith 
submitted. The case, itis anticipated, will eventu- 
ally reach the court of last resort, whose decision 
will be awaited withthe greatest interest. The 
history of the judiciary of the State gives full 
assurance that these guestions are safe in the 
hands of thé judicial tribunals. Never have the 
rights of person and property, regardless of public 
clamor, been more accurately stated than bere in 
recent years. When they shall have passed upon 
the issues we may confidently expect that ne gap 
Will be left for the escape of any great wrong, nor 
will defense be left unprovided for, which may be 
necessary for the safety and weltare of the State. 
Under these circumstauces{ legislative action may 
weil be deferred until such tinal decision is reu- 
dered. And when the rnies applicable to such com- 
Binations sball have been finally settled and applied 
by the courts, such legislation may bé enacted as 
may be necessary in the premises.” 


The Democrati¢e minority refused to concur in 
all the propositions laiddown by the Republican 
majority. It therefore presented a repert which 
is signed by Senators John J. Linson, George F. 
Langbein, and Eugene & Ives, They say: 


“We cannot subscribe to the doctrine that gigantic 
combinations of capital, constittiting virtual 
monopelies in dealing with the necessaries of hte 
and exereising corporate ——— without being sub- 
ject to the Governniental restraints ordinarily im- 
posed on corporations, are harmless or beneficent, 
nor tothe proposition that it is safe to trust en- 
tirely to the corrective action of time and the law 
of supply and demand to eradicate the abuses inci. 
dént to such colossal combinations of money and 

ower. While the oopper syndicate succambed 

weakness inherent in the instruments by 
which it was formed, the Standard Oil Trust 
has thrived and grown Deer under the 
manipulations of the extraordinary talent by 
which it has been controlled, Although for one 
cause and another minor attempts to form trusts 
have proved abortive, the Sugar Retineries Com- 
any contests inch by inch the power of the State 
tS attack illigitimate combinations, and the power- 
ful associated elevator interests deny the right and 
defy the authority of courts and Legisiatures alike 
in attempts to make and enforce reasonable regula- 
tions of commerce. The trust succeeds when 
destructiqn of competition is possible; it fails of 
its purpose and bows to natural laws when the 
purses or the skill of its rivals or enemies prove 
superior to its own, 

“ Ag we have seén, the principles of the common 
law seein adequate in the main for the protection 
of the citizens ugainst these great combinations se 
long as the enforcement and interpretation of the 
laws are intrusted te officers thomselves incapable 
ot being infinencéd by improper motives. If in the 
future the monster aggregations of wealth which 
now prove 80 potent both in thé State and the Na- 
tion in preventing legislation directed against 
these selfish and dangerous methods shall prove 
equally successful in retaining administrative offi- 
cials and in stibsidizing the bench itself, the only 
remedy rests with the Ca her peop 6, whose 
patience may eventually be tried too far.” 








FATAL EXPLOSION IN@A FACTORY. 

By the blowing off of the cap of a steam 
“mud drum” in the boiler room of the Spooner 
paper box factory, at 252 and 254 Weat Twenty- 
seventh-atreet, yesterday morning, one of the 
workmen employed in the basement was killed. 
The factory is a six-story building, 50 feet front 


and 125 feet deep. The occupants are the 
Spooner Manufacturing Company, of which 
Ebenezer Spooner is the manager. There are 
864 persons employed on the premises, of 
whom two-thirds sre females. The boiler 
which supplied steam for the machinery is in 
the rear of the basement below the level of the 
street. Attached to it is the “mud drum,” a 
wrought-iron oylinder 449 feet long and 12 
inches in diameter. There was a pressure of 
sixty pounds of steam on the cylinder when, 
shortly after 9 o’clock yesterday morning, the 
cap at the outer end was blown off. The heavy 
disk of iron, weighing pftobably over a hundred 
pounds, Was thrown aguiust a low brick wall 
separating the boiler room from the rest of the 
basement and demolished it. : 

Daniel Olupka, who was at work packing 
‘waste pDaperinto bags in the basement on thé 
otner side of the wall, was struck by a frag- 
ment of the broken cylinder and by a shower of 
bricks, and almost instantiy killed. He was an 
unmarried Bohemian, twenty-five years old, 
and lived with his brother at 455 West Twenty- 
seventh-street. The concussion of the explo- 
sion was felt throughout the building and 
startled -the female employes, most of whom 
were at work above the third fivor, They 
dropped their work and stood about, not know- 
ing whattodo. Prompt action on the part of 
the mafager of the works and other male em- 
ployes avorted a panio, which undoubtedly 
would have produced serious results, The 
damage can be repaired for $500.

She has been in almost constant 
service since she was launched in 1858, and 
wonder is expressed that she has managea to 
hold together as Well as shé has.

before Tuesday.

Naval oflicera the worla over are aware 
of the importance of the event, and it is under- 
stood that representatives will be present from 
Dearly every nation. 

It has been the custom for several Summers 
to mobilize the North Atlantic squadron at 
Newport, and from that port proceed to sea for 
fleet tactics. Admiral Lice fostered these an- 
nual Mancuvres as long as bo was in command, 
and maie a feature of land movements with 
the naval brigade. He was eminently success- 
ful in carrying out prearranged drills, so suc 
cessful, in fact, that others appear to shrink 
from taking up the work where he left it. The 
North Atlantic squadron is very small this 
year, being made up of the three corvettes, 
Galena, Ossipéee, and Yantic.

The hopeless degradation of the present 

Legislature was shown not less in its treat- 
ment of Mayor GRANT’s Rapid-Transit bill 
yesterday than in the zeal it showed in 
passing the ‘‘ deal” bills relating to the city 
departments and the police courts. The 
bills dividing the power and the patronage 
of the Police and Park Departments having 
been vetoed by the Governor after he had 
been frightened out of his purpose to do his 
part in thedisreputable business, the Repub- 
licans of the Assembly now turn upon the 
Rapid-Transit bill, and by referring it to the 
Railroad Committee and voting to keep it 
there make its enactment impossible unless 
their consent is purchased by the arrange- 
ment of a satisfactory new “deal.” The 
responsibility for the fate of the bill can- 
not be shirked or concealed, and if the peo- 
ple of the city are disposed to call to ac- 
count the persons to whom they owe the 
indefinite postponement of the only prom- 
ising plan now under discussion for giv- 
ing them the urgently- needed facilities for 
getting from their homes to their business 
they have only to take the list of the fifty- 
eight Republicans and three Democrats who 
voted in the negative yesterday on Mr. 
SHEEHAN’S motion, and they will have be- 
fore them the proper objects of their dis- 
pleasure. How will they make their dis- 
pleasure felt? We have no idea. Itis the 
habit of the much-cheated and betrayed 
inhabitants of this city to leave it to the 
newspapers to deal with legislative offend- 
ers. The newspapers can expose, but they 
cannot always punish; and the patient 
public commonly forgets the exposure and 
the offense befere they are three days old. 








Kentucky Democrats have never swerved 
from their fidelity to the cause of revenue 
reform, to which they have furnished some 
ef the most efficient and distinguished 
champions. At their State Convention yes- 
terday, which, being for the nomination of 
p single State officer, they might very well 
have omitted any but the most general 
allusion to national issues, a platform was 
adopted indorsing the national platforms of 
1884 and 1888 and making special, refer- 
ence to the stand taken on the tariff. 
A minority report limited to an indorse- 
ment of previous national platforms and 
avoiding reference to the tariff was almost 
unanimously voted down. This is the first 
note of political opinion of any significance 
since. the campaign closed last Fall. It

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themselves that tariff reform is dead, its 
friends take a very different view of it.

There is another aspect of this action of 
the Kentucky Convention which will not be 
disregarded by observant Democrats.

The Republican attempt to capture 
the few protection Democrats by giving 
them Federal appointments is regarded 
with perfect equanimity by Southern Dem- 
ocrats, who say that, if persisted in, the 
movement will offend the negroes and drive 
them from the Republican Party, while the 
gain by the Republicans of the very small 


no means make the party so much stronger 
as te make upfor the loss of the negro vote. 








What is known in American newspapers 
as the ‘‘silly season” seems to set in at 
Rome about the 1st of May, judging by 
a report sent out from there that imme- 
diately after the close of the Catholic con- 
gresses, the Vatican will ask the European 
Governments, especialiy the Catholic Gov- 
ernments, to consider its appeals for the 
restoration of the temporal power of the 
Pope. The only recognized Catholic Gov- 
ernments of any political importance in 
Europe at present are thoseof Spain and 
Austria. Of these Spain is practically with- 
out influence in Continental affairs, and 
Austria has interests of her own to look 
after that will prevent her from taking any 
additional work upon her hands. That 
these and the other Governments will po- 
litely promise “consideration” of the Vati- 
can’s appeals is quite possible, but the date 
when they will actually be taken up will 
be not far from the Greek kalends. 








The centenary of the inauguration of 
WASHINGTON has stirred up inquiry in some 
quarters as to whether proper pains have 
been taken to preserve the birthplace of the 
first President. The house in which he was 
born is long past preserving, it having been 
burned to the ground about a century and 
ahalfago. Butits site and the adjacent 
land at Bridge’s Creek, in Westmoreland 
County, on the Lewer Potomac, between 
that river and the Rappahannock, was se- 
cured for the Government about ten years 
ago. Itis visible from the Potomac, and no 
doubt when in future years a proper pier 
for landing has been built through the 
shallow water, and the simple memorial 
hall, which has been planned, is complet- 
ed, it will become, to some extent, a resort 
of tourists. It would be a very appropriate 
proceeding for the Fifty-first Congress, as 
the centennial Congress, to revise whatever 
has been done in acquiring, marking, and 
improving the spot, and to make whatever 
other appropriations are required for com- 
pleting the proposed plans. It would be a 
great mistake essentially to alter the char- 
acter of the place, and the simple. projects 
thus far suggested would require very little 
cost for their accomplishment. 


The appointment of three Kansas Com- 
missioners, Messrs. HORTON of Lawrence, 
WALKER of Holton, and ATEN of Hiawatha, 
to negotiate with the prairie band of Pot- 
tawatomies and Kickapoos for the sale of 
all or a portion of their lands is due, no 
doubt, to the fact that the reservation of 
this band isin Kansas. The people in their 
neighborhood are very desirous that these 
Indians should remove to the Indian Terri- 
tory; and the present is no doubt a good 
time to make such an arrangement, as the 
Oklahoma legislation will lead to other 
changes. -The Government still has plenty 
of lands in the Indian Territory on which 
it has the right to place bands of the red 
men. The experiment of transferring to 
this lower latitude the Northern tribes has 
proved disastrous, and accordingly the 
original purpose which it was hoped the 
Indian Territory would serve has been to 
this extent defeated. But in the case of 
the band now under consideration the 
change of climate and other conditions 
would be too slight for objection on that 
score. 











The racing season has opened very brill- 
iantly, with the Kentucky Derby evidently 
one of the most exciting races ever run, as 
it was one of the fastest. The time is but a 
half second behind the record, and, consid- 
ering that the record was made by a colt 
carrying sixteen pounds less than the victor 
of yesterday, the slower race must be al- 
lowed to be the most creditable performance 
ever made at a mile and a half in this coun- 
try. The specially exciting fact about the 
race is that the best two-year-old of 1888 
was second, albeit an extremely close sec- 
ond, to a colt that did not win a single race 
as a two-year-old. Even people who take 
no interest in horse racing, as such, must be 
interested in the fact that the victor, com- 
bining the blood of Lezingion and Leam- 
ington, was bred in Mentana. Such 
a victory is the most  fertunate 
thing .possible for the horse ranches 
of the extreme Northwest. The new 
industry of raising horses for the markets’ 
of the Eastern States and of Europe 
promises to be a considerable source of 
national wealth, and the victory of Spokane 
will be acclaimed by all the enterprising 
experimenters who are trying to produce a 
“practical” horse by a.union of the thor- 
oughbred and the indigenous broncho, and 
who have already succeeded in raising some 
of the best and stoutest saddle horses in the 
4 world. 





The combination of manufacturers of 
spool cotton thread appears to have adopted 
the policy of the Whisky Trust. This 
Trust, which is operating thirteen distil- 
leries and trying to make on the product of 
these money enough to pay dividends on 
the watered stock of seventy-three other 
distilleries that are idle, recently gave 
formal notice that it would use all its power 
toruin any distiller of alcohel, highwines,

Not long ago the four companies in the 
threadmakers’ combination invited a fifth 
company, which seems to have been fixing 
its awn prices, to join them, and when the 
invitation was declined they reduced the 
ring price of thread 16 per cent., with the 
avowed purpose of bringing the outside 
company to terms. The outside company, 
appears to have been satisfied with the 
prefits obtained from its prices, but the 
“combine” is determined that it shall 
make these prices higher. All these things 
should be remembered when the tariff duty 
on spool cotton again becomes the subject 
ef discussion in Cengress. 
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AN “OPINION OF THE LAW.” 

The appointment by Mr. Harrison of 
two able and honest civil service reformers 
to the United States.Civil Service Commis- 
sion is followed within two days, by a curi- 
ous coincidence, by the publication of an 
article from the pen of ex-Senator and 
Actual ‘* Boss” THomas C. PLatron “ Civil 
Service Retorm trom the Standpoint of 
Practical Politics.” As Mr. PLatTis deep 
in'the confidence of the Administration, he 
may be presumed to have known, when pre- 
paring the article, the President’s intention 
to make these appointments. He knew, in 
any case, the attitude of his party, its sol- 
emn and repeated pledges to develop and 
extend the reform, the President’s adoption 
and emphasizing of those pledges, and the 
steady and increasing pressure of public 
epinion to compel the President and the 
party to keep their promises. This knowl- 
edge gives to his article a bitterness anda 
malignity that betray a feeling that the 
halter is beginning to draw, or at least a 
fear that it may draw. That isthe explana- 
tion of Mr. PLatt’s article. It is devoid of 
reason, reckless in false statements, impu- 
dent in its vain reviling, and entirely with- 
out value save as am indication of the in- 
fluence of the progress of reform upon its 
most unscrupulous and most unprincipled 
enemy. 
It is natural that Mr. PLATT should begin 


his misrepresentations by a statement in- 
tended to be deceptive as to the utter- 
ances of the Republican Party of this State. 
Omitting all earlier and subsequent action, 
he refers to the foolish resolution of the Re- 
publican Convention at Rochester in 1877, 
when Mr. ConkLinc—the train of whose 
cloak Mr. PLATT was at that time humbly 
supporting—stung by his failure to dictate 
to the Federal Administration, chose to 
fling at it a contemptuousrebuke. If noth- 
ing else had since happened which ought 
to prevent Mr. PiatT from reviving the 
memory of that silly demonstration of 
petty spite be should have been restrained 
by the memory of the political disaster that 
followed his great leader from that day on. 
He should have recalled the fact that the 
one thing that redeems the many weak- 
nesses of Mr. HayYes’s Administration is 
the degree of fidelity it maintained toward 
the reform idea, and that the one thing 
that relegates Mr. CONKLING to the cate- 
gory of unsuccessful great men is that his 
personal resentments prevented him from 
espousing the cause of the reform. The 
next and most conspicuous instance of Mr. 
PLaTr’s untruthfulness is his. statement 
that ‘‘the efficiency and morale of nearly 
every department of the Government have 
been seriously impaired during the past 
four years by appointments to office made 
through the civil service rules framed 
under the civil service law,” and his more 
sweeping statement that itis ‘‘ widely be- 
lieved and conceded that the officers se- 
lected by the Mugwump civil service are 
not as competént as those chosen in the old 
way, by appointment through elected polit- 
ical officials.” 
This is a very clumsy effort at a most im- 
pudent untruth, and it betrays gross 
ignorance as well as gross mendacity. In 
all the Federal service in which the civil 
service rules apply there is not one ‘‘ap- 
pointment through elected political offi- 
cials.”’ On the contrary, all appointments 
therein are made by the heads of depart- 
ments or their superior subordinates, and 
the heads of departments are appointed, 
not elected. This is but an instance of the 
blind spite with which Mr. PLATT is in- 
spired.- But his intentional variations from 
the truth are more striking than his igno- 
rant ones. There are on record on the files 
of the Senate, of which Mr. PLATT was 
once a member, and in documents accessi- 
ble to any citizen who wishes to get at the 
truth, a long series of official statements 
made by heads of departments and others 
covering the period of the last five years, 
giving an almost unbroken succession of 
testimeny to the efficacy of the reform sys- 
tem in securing better public service, That 
the contrary may be ‘‘ widely believed” by 
men with whom the wish is father to the 
thought or who may be deceived by the 
false witness of men like Mr. PLATT, is 
quite probable. That it is ‘‘widely con- 
ceded” by those who know. the facts and 
wish to state them is not true. 

It would be a foolish waste of time to fol- 
low Mr. Puiat?r’s argument that partisan 
appointments may be good ones, because 
Mr. PLATT no more believes in appoint- 
ments for the general good of the whole 
party than we do, and does not desire them 
even somuch. Ifsuch appointments were 
possible, if the principle of using the pub- 
lic service to reward and stimulate honest 
party work could be protected from abuse, 
it would give us a system far from intolera- 
ble. But it would net suit Mr. PLatr. He 
is as inveterate and treacherous an enemy 
of honest party management as he ‘is to 
civil service reform. His professed Repub- 
lican zeal is sheer hypocrisy, athin cloak to 
cover his intense and corrupt greed of 
money and power. Heis as ready to sell 
out his party or his friends as he is to be- 
tray the public interest. To the extent 
that any manin office or out of it trusts 
him as arepresentative of the Republican 
Party that man is sure to be fooled, and, 
after the exposures of Mr. PLaTT’s real 
character so often made, must be suspected 
of being willingly fooled. We notice that 
Leslie’s Weekly speaks of Mr. PLATT as a 
‘‘man of most positive convictions and ex- 
traordinary experience,” but the ‘only con- 
victien he holds positively is that politics 
is his oyster, and that the Republican or-

THE CEILING SCANDAL. 

The presentation of the report of the Fish 
committee probably closes the official his- 
tory of the scandal connected with the re- 
moval of the noble ceiling of the Assembly 
Chamber and the construction of another 
which would be dear at any price, being 
architecturally a worthlesssham. The price 
that was paid for this ceiling was’ several 
times'as much as it would have cost to re- 
store the stone ceiling, and about twice as 
much, aecording to the report of the ex- 
perts, as this substituted ceiling was worth 
at current prices for labor and materials. 

In these circumstances it is a lamentable 
failure of justice with which we are con- 
fronted by the report of the Fish commit- 
tee. The fault is not wholly, and perhaps 
not at all, that of the committee itself. Its 
findings are such as were demanded by the 
evidence given before it, which. was all the 
evidence accessible. It recommends that 
civil proceedings shall be taken to make 
SULLIVAN and SNAITH disgorge their ill- 
gotten gains, and that criminal proceedings 
shall be taken to secure the punishment of 
SNAITH, SULLIVAN, and ANDREWS for con- 
spiring to defraud the State. The recom- 
mendation that ANDREWS shall be removed 
from office isone that it is disgraceful to 
everybody concerned, and especially to the 
Governor of the State, that there should be 
any occasion for the committee to make. 
These recommendations are all fully war- 
ranted by the evidence, and they are all 
that the evidence warranted the committee 
in making with reference to their subject 
matter. The recommendations of legisla- 
tion to prevent the recurrence of such a 
scandal have also the appearance of being 
carefully matured, though the adoption of 
them would not prevent the necessity of 
choosing more respectable men for Executive 
and legislative officers of the State of New- 
York. This is really the gist of the whole 
matter, and it is for the reason that nobody 
but the instruments and underlings of the 
conspiracy to rob the State are so much 
as mentioned in the report that the 
report seems to those who have followed 
the investigation not only a failure buta 
travesty of justice. These underlings un- 
doubtedly know the whole plot. It was, in 
fact, necessary to intrust them with it, sinee 
they took partinits execution. Their evi- 
dence with regard to it would have been of 
the highest order, but it could not be ob- 
tained except under fear of personal pun- 
ishment. SNAITH, after clumsily cooking 
his books to correspond with his version of 
the story, ran away to avoid a sum- 
mons to tell the story over again 
and to face a cross-examination upon 
it. Nevertheless, no man in his senses 
believes that SNAITH and SULLIVAN and 
ANDREWS were allowed to make off with 
their booty and to keep it for their own 
uses. They were not the authors of the plot 
that began with the last session ef the Legis- 
lature and that was steadily prosecuted to a 
theft from the State of something more 
than $100,000. Everybody knows, though 
not by means of legal evidence, who the 
authors of the job were and who must have 
profited by it. . In order to be satisfied upon 
this point it is necessary only to know who 
were active in procuring the enactment of 
the unconstitutional bill by which the 
theft was made possible. Does anybody 
imagine that these persons were so fond of 
SNAITH and SULLIVAN as to be willing to 
make them each a present of $50,000, more 
or less, of the State’s money? It may be 
that the whole truth will yet be squeezed 
out of the persons who actually drew the 
money from the Treasury on false vouch- 
ers. In the meantime the report is vitiated, 
though not by the fault of its signers, inas- 
much as it does not even mention the 
names of the conspirators whose tools were 
SNAITH and SULLIVAN and ANDREWS. 








CARNEGIE AND COMPETITION. 
It was suggested a few days after Mr. 
ANDREW CARNEGIE’S assault upon the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company in his ad- 
dress before the Legislature of Pennsylva- 
nia that, while he might not cause the very 
considerable reduction of carrying charges 
that he desired, he might, by earnest and 
continued effort, convince his employés that 
the situation demanded a reduction of their 
wages. It. does not yet appear that his em- 
ployés have been convinced, but it is an- 
nounced that the wages of some of them 
are to be reduced on July 1. And it is curi- 
ous, as indicated by dispatches from Pitts- 
burg recently published in THE Trmgs, that 
the employés who are to surrender a part of 
their pay are the very men whese wages 
were cited by Mr. CARNEGIE and his allies in 
the recent national campaign as showing 
the benign influence of high tariff duties 
upon the workingman. 

It will be recalled that Mr. CARNEGIE at- 
tacked the Pennsylvania Company upon 
the ground thatits transportation charges 
were so heavy a tax that the steelmakers 
of [llinois were outstripping those of West- 
ern Pennsylvania. Envious men at once 
began to question his motives, and since his 
Harrisburg address was made the figures in 
it have been handled with some severity. 
If he had conclusively shown that the rates 
of the Pennsylvania were unwarrantably 
high as compared with those of other com- 
panies doing a similar business, reference 
to his connection with the combination of 
steel-rail. manufacturers that raised the 
price to $40 in 1887 and to the curious his- 
tory of the South Pennsylvania project 
might be imteresting, but could not take 
away the strength of his plea as to the ques- 
tion directly under consideration. Butif the 
figures were not trustworthy, his argument 
would justly suffer. The Financial Chronicle 
has undertaken to show thaé the official fig- 
ures do not support his assertions, and that 
he did not make a fair use of them. For 
example, it points out that the average net 
profit per ton per mile on the Pennsylvania 
in 1888 was .222 of a cent, that this was 
lower than the corresponding profit on the 
Erie, and that the prefit had fallen to this 
rate from .342 of acentin 1883. Moreover, 

it shows that the average gross rate per ton 
per mile on the Pennsylvania in 1888 was 
.634 of a cent, as against.703 on the Erie 
and.770 on the New-York Central, and that 
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also in 1887 than the corresponding rate on 
either of the other two roads. ‘On the 
basis of comparison selected by Mr. Car- 
NEGIE himself,” says the Financial Chronicle, 
** the case is against him.” 

The Manufacturers’ Record is of the opinion 
that Mr. CaRNEGIE’s ‘‘ motive is obviously 
to secure better terms for transportation of 
material and products to and from his vast 
iron and steel works,” and it gives currency 
to a story that for ten years, beginning in 
1875, he had a contract with the Pennsyl- 
vania Company, by the terms of which he 
was able to ship his products “to Chicago 
for $2 90 per ton, as against $5 per ton for 
other concerns.” It is a part of the same 
story that the present managers of the road 
would not consent to a renewal of the con- 
tract. Thus are those misjudged who labor 
unselfishly for their fellow-men. Mr. Car- 
NEGIE now, as everybody knows, is work- 
ing for the salvation of Western Pennsyl- 
vania and not for the welfare of his own 
factories alone. 

In his address Mr. CARNEGIE had a great 
deal to say about the maintenance of high 
rates by monopoly—meaning the freight- 
rates of the Pennsylvania Road—and he 
described the advantages to be secured by 
competition. It was at ence pointed out 
by his critics that he had been a member 
and a conspicuous beneficiary of the com- 
bination of steel-rail makers in 1887, that 
maintained extortionate rates by the sup- 
pression of competition and with the aid of 
a high tariff duty. But we are not aware 
that attention has been directed to his con- 
nection with what has commonly been 
called the Steel Beam Ring. For years, 
until January last, this combination main- 
tained the high price of 3 3-10 cents a 
pound, or $73 92 a long ton, forsteel beams. 
The long debate in the Senate last Winter 
made the public familiar with the history 
of this “‘combine.” The members of the 
ring admitted that the combination had 
existed for sixteen years, with only one in- 
terval of about three years. 

Suddenly, in January, the price fell from 
3 3-10 to 2 8-10 cents, or from $73 92 
to $62 72 a long ton, and the published 
quotations show that it has since remained 
at the lower figures. It was stated at the 
time that the ring had been broken by the 
withdrawal of CARNEGIE, Poipps & Co., 
one of the seven members of it. For years, 
therefore, Mr. CARNEGIE was engaged in 
maintaining rates by the suppression of 
competition, just as he says the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company has done and is 
doing. The case against him seems stronger 
than the one which he has undertaken to 
make against the Pennsylvania Road. We 
do not desire to withhold from him the 
credit due for his withdrawal from that 
combination, but it is understood that he 
was moved, not wholly by philanthropic 
impulses, but partly by a desire to sell beams 
in the West in competition with a new fac- 
tory, which was one of those in Illinois 
whose operations, as he says, threaten the 
supremacy of Western Pennsylvania in the 
steel industry. gc 

A “LIBERAL” PENSION POLICY. 
There is a very fair prospect of the Re- 
publican Administration reducing the sur- 
plus without resorting to the expedient of 
relieving a suffering people from the bur- 
dens of excessive taxation, A pension de- 
cision has been rendered by Assistant 
Secretary BussEY which opens the way for 
rapidly depleting the millions now lying 
idlein the Treasury and for disposing of more 
millions in the future if the decision is 
allowed to stand as a precedent. 

A soldier named HovusER of the One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth Indiana Volunteers had 
the misfortune t6 fall on the ice during the 
war as the result of the playful push of a 
comrade. He applied for a pension, but his 
claim was disallowed on the very reasonable 
ground that the injury for which he claimed 
a life annuity from the Government was not 
incurred in the line of duty. This decis- 
ion Assistant Secretary BUSSEY now re- 
verses, and HovusER is to get his pension, 
probably with arrears. 

If Mr. BussEy’s verdict is to hold, as it 
probably will, for it isnot probable that it 
would have been rendered without consul- 
tation with Commissioner TANNER, every 
man who can show that he received an 
injury of any kind while serving as a vol- 
unteer can demand a pension. The line is 
strictly drawn in this decision, and the 
principle is clearly set forth that an injury 
to a soldier entitles him to a subsidy from 
the Government, whether the cause was 
directly or indirectly due to his military 
service or not. This may make votes among 
the Grand Army men for the Republicans, 
but it will certainly not add to their 
strength with any other class of reasonable 
voters.

A BULLISH WHEAT MARERT. 


DECIDED ADVANCE IN PRICES ON THE 
CHICAGO BOARD. 

CHICAGO, May 9.—Wheat was decidedly bull- 
ish this morning the crowd buying freely. . The 
prevailing sentiment was that the rains have not 
been spread over sufficient territory to put the 
wheat crop in a satisfactory condition, and this 
belief, in connection with the fact that the re- 
eeipts at this point for the last twenty-four 
hours dwindied down to five cars of Winter 
wheat, none of which graded as No. 2, was suf- 
ficient to start another upward turn in prices. 
Minneapolis is now about the only city that is 
receiving wheat with any special degree of 
freedom, and the shipments from nearly all the 


receiving points are greatly in exceas of the re- 
ceipts, about 17,400 bushels, being withdrawn 
from the Chieago elevators to-day. 

June wheat was soon selling at 841, cents, 
an advance of % cent over yesterday's closing 
price, and July opened at 80 cents, an advance 
of 59g cent, and immediately ‘sold up to 803, 
cents, firm cables helping the bull side. The next 
bulge carried July wheat to 80% cents, the dry 
weather being the main factor 1n causing the 
bullish feeling in the pit. Farmers here from 
Southern Lllinois say that the Winter wheat 
needs rain as badly as the Spring wheat 
did last week, and that the fields 
are in danger of being tired by the 
exceptional weather and the long dry season. 
Pardridge was the most prominent buyer dur- 
ing the morning, but Capt. Phillips, Poole, 
Sherman & Co., and R. W. Clarke bought freely, 
and there was @ pretty general covering by the 
shorts, while Kent, Cudany, Hutchinson, Linn, 
Ream, and Jones, Kennett & Hopkins were 
large sellers. After the full advance in prices 
had taken place a good deal of wheat was 
thrown upon the market, and this caused a de- 
cline of 1 cent, July faliing to 79% cents. 

Pardridge and Phillips were the two biggest 
local shorts, and their purchases to cover were 
enormeus, Pardridge being eredited with buy- 
ing 2,000,000 bushels. George Smith, too, was 
& large buyer, and the well-known shorts are 
now well covered. Linn, Cudahy, ana other 
local professionals sold freely at above SU, 
cents for July, most of which was said to be 
long wheat bought lower down. In some quar- 
ters there was # suspicion that the market was 
being manipulated, since it failed to break on 
the second day after rain had been proclaimed. 
Another bull factor was the paucity of the re- 
ceipts at,this point, only five cars all told, being 
reported te-day and nut a bushel of the con- 
tract grade. 








But the strength of the market was owing 
chiefly to the export features. July wheat 
closed at 8014 cents, an advance of five-eighths 
ofacent. Estimated receipts here to-morrow 
are: Wheat, 15 cars; corn, 302 cars; oats, 126 
cars. There were inspected in here yesterday 5 
cars of Winter wheat, 307 cars of corn, and 124 
cars of oats. Withdrawals from the elevators 
reached 17,382 bushels of wheat, 372,649 bush- 
els of corn, and 6,425 bushels of oats. 





ONE THOUSAND BAPTISTS. 


THIRTY-FOURTH SESSION OF THE SOUTH- 
ERN BAPTIST CONVENTION, 
MEMPHIs, Tenn., May 9.—The : thirty-fourth 
session of the Southern Baptist Convention, 
comprising the States of Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mary- 
land, Mississippi, Missouri, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Virginia, and 
the District of Columbia, wil! be called te order 
in the First Baptist Church, this city, to-morrow 
morning. The President of the convention, Dr. 
J. P. Boyce, died abroad several months ago. 
It therefore becomes the duty of one of the at- 

tending Vice-Presidents to actin his stead. 
The first business to come before the conven- 
tion will be the election of a President and a 


full corps of officers for the ensuing year. 
Among the gentiomen promigently spoken of 
for the Presidency by delegates now in the 
city are Senator Joseph Brown of Georgia, Gov. 
Eagle of Arkansas, and Dr. Curry of Richmond, 
Va. Neither Senator Brown nor Gov. Eagie is 
here, and Senator Brown is not expected, be 
being at home sick. There are already about 
300 delegates in the city, and new arrivals are 
reporting from every train. It is estimated 
that there will be at least 1,000 members at roll 
call to-morrow morning. 

The convention sermon will be preached by 
the Rev. Dr. James H. Green of 8t. Louis. 
Among the principal matters considered by the 
convention will be the report of the Rev. Dr. 
H. A. Tupper, Corresponding Secretary of the 
Home Mission Beard. Each of these officials 
will report the mest successful year of mission- 
aryadvancement. The details will embrace the 
expenditure of $250,000. 

The foreign fields occupied by the convention 
are: Africa, 7 stations, 17 workers, 4 of 
whom are volunteers, without any stated sal- 
ary: Brazil, 5 stations, 15 workers; China, 7 
stations, 70 workers; Cuba, 13 statiens, 21 
workers; Italy, 13 stations, 16 workers; Mexico, 
15 stations, 22 workers. In addition to the 
consideration of missionary operations there 
will be an interesting presentation of the South- 
ern Baptist Theological Seminary, situated at 
Louisville, Ky., which is one of the largest 
institutions of the kind in the world, its 165 
Students last season eoming from twenty-five 
States and two foreign countries. 

The discussion that is expected to develop the 
liveliest interest will come up on the report of 
the Committee on Sunday School Publications, 
there being the greatest rivairy and almost an- 
tagonism between the Kind Word Series, the 
property ef the Howe Mission Board, Atlanta, 
Ga., and those the property of the American 
Baptist Publication Society, Philadelphia. 











CANADA'S EXTRADITION ACT. 





SOME DOUBT AS TO WHETHER THE LAW 


IS RETROACTIVE. 

OTTAWA, May 9.—Is the Weldon Extradition 
act retroactive? This is the question whieh is 
troubling the minds of many,of Canada’s 
brightest lawyers. The Dill, as introduced in 
Parliament by Prof. Weldon, contained a clause 
which provided that the provisions of the act 
should apply to the past as weil as the present 
and future. This clause caused much opposi- 
tion, and 1t was dropped, 

It was the intention of Parliament, without 
doubt, to destroy the retroactive portion of the 
measure by expunging the retroustive clause, 


but since the act has been printed and circu- 
lated many of the best legal authorities in the 
country say that every piece of legislation ever 
enacted by Canada regarding extradition has 
been retroactive in character. 

Of course, it is admitted that as a general 
Tule Canadian enactments are not retroactive 
in character, but the fact that all Canada’s 
enactments bearing on extradition have been 
letroactive, is more than sufficient to warrant 
any Judge deciding that the Weldon is retro- 
active. 

What Parliament ought to have done, it is 
urged, was to have inserted a elause jn the bill 
expressly providing that the measure sheuld not 
be retroactive in its character. 

Sir John Thompson, Minister of Justice, 
speaking on the subject, said that the question 
as to whether the provisions of the bill were re- 
troactive or not was one which rested entirely 
with the courts of law to decide. The act was 
passed by Parliament in its present condition, 
and he believed it was distinctly the desire of 
the House that the retroactive nature of the 
measure should be dropped. 

The Weldon act did not become law when as- 
sented to by the Governor General as is the case 
with other enactments, but a special order in 
council will have to be passed to bring the act 
in force. This order im council, it is understood, 
will be passed early in the month of August.

Lonpox, May 9.—Archbdishop Walsh contin- 
ued Bis testimony b3fore the Parnell Commis- 
ion to-day.

GRACEFUL AS A SWAN.

TRIAL TRIP OF THE GUNBOAT PETREL 


AT BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, May 9.—Tnhe gunboat Petrel, built 
by the Columbia Iron Works, was given a trial 
trip to-day. Its purpose was merely to test her 
engines and her responsiveness to her 4di- 
recting machinery. As she backed out 
into t& stream she was saluted by 
ali the tugboats in the vicinity, and one gun 
was fired at Fort McHenry. She was put under 
half speed, with 100 pounds of steam on, and 


started down the river under the direction of 
William T. Maleter. She acted admirably. 

After passing North Point she was slowed 
down and run at haif speed to the lower end of 
the Creighill Channel. Here she mancmuvred 
around in the channe) for more than an hour to 
fully test the engines, and while she did not come 
up to the requirements of the Government as 
to horse power, she showed herse)f fully capa- 
bie of doing it when the machinery was in per- 
fect working order. She made acomplete circle 
of about 400 feet with the grace of a swan and 
showe< herself to excellent advantage. 

About 3:30 she started up the river ann the 
log Wasthrown over to test her speed. Be- 
tween Seven-Foot Knoli and North Point she 
averaged nearly fifteen knots with her engines 
working 110 revolutions a minute, and on the 
last quarter nearly seventeen Knots. It took 
one minute and thirty’ seconds to stop her 
when going at full speed and twenty- 
eight seconds from full speed to reverse 
her. The best test was made when sbe ran 
17 knots with 115 revolutions, William H. 
Varney, Superintendent of hulls for the Gov- 
ernment, said that he was: very much pleased 
with the trip and was sure the new boat could 
make an averagerun of 15 knots with the 1,350 
horse power required by the Government. 

The Government trial trip, which must be 
taken betore the Petrel is turned over to take 
her place in the reconstructed navy, will be 
made in about three weeks, 





HE KOUGHI WITH NAPOLEON. 


DEATH OF A FRENCHMAN WHO WAS 
AT THE BATTLE OF WATERLOO. 
Henri Matthieu, who was 101 years 1 
month and 6 days old, and who fought in 
Napoleon Bonaparte’s armies, died in a squalid 
tenement at 345 West Fifty-third-street on 
Tuesday. For the past five years the centena- 
rian has been cared for by the people of Amity 
Baptist Church on West Fifty-fourth-street 
and by Dr. Matthew Beattie. The latter bas 


been his physician for several years, and he is 
confident that there can be no doubt about his 
age or the military service he rendered. 

It was the delight of the old man in his de- 
clining years to tell of the great battles he had 
peen in. He was in the battle of Leipsic in 
1813 and later at Waterloo, where he was 
wounded. He was in the Ninth Hussars, 
cavalry, and served under Col. Rondome. He 
was born in Vendome, near Blois, France, in 
1788. Only three days ago he told Dr. Beattie 
that he never felt so well «as when 
he was in battle tighting for his country. He 
could walk about until a few months ago, and 
his wind was clear to the end. He was twice 
married, and his seeond wife and one daughter 
survive him. His widow is not yet sixty years 
of age. He was known here under the name of 
Henry Marks. 

The dead Frenchman was a great admirer of 
Napoleon, and was continually giving his per- 
sonal impressions of him as he saw him in 
battle and on the march. He regarded him 
as the greatest of soldiers, and was naturally 
proud of having been one of his men.

Excellent entertainment may be derived 
from the new bill presented by Miss Rosina 
Vokes and her associates at Daly’s Theatre last 
evening, which is likely to remain on view 
for some time.

whole, personal rather than artistic, for she 
slipped woefully in delivering her lines, and got 
the text almost as much out of shape as tle 
bali of yarn Florence tries to wind calmly while 
Charles is uttering sarcastic gibes.

-This mistake, however, gives 
Miss Vokes ana Mr. Morris a chance 
to be very fuany. and the country dance of the 
pseudo burglars and their victims is as amusing 
as anything in “A Pantomime Rehearsal.” The 
text of this farce is as bright as Therre Smith 
can make it, but there is no other scene in 16 
so g00d comedy as the interview with the real 
new footman, who, after the warning received, 
is mistaken for the sportive nobleman by the 
young ladies, who have disguised themselves as 
servants for the purpose of misleading him. 

Mr. Felix Morris contributes a capital bit of 
low comedy as the perplexed and cowardly old 
butler, and he does u)most as well with 4 pa- 
thetic dialeet eharacter in a little adaptation 
trom the French, called “The Old Musician,” 
which begins the performance. Miss Vokes’s 
little company contains another very useful 
ane -ppresnsai actor, Mr. Ferdinand Gott-

The performance given at Palmer’s Theatre 
yesterday afternoon for the benefit of that 
highly-respected actress, Mrs. D. P. Bowers, dia 
not draw a very large audience, but there was 
@ rousing reception for the beneficiary, and 
the long programme seemed to be thoroughly 
enjoyed. What is known as “the popular taste” 
was exactly suited, notably by Mr. Emmet in 
an act of his newest ‘ Fritz” play and Miss 
Maggie Mitchellin her familiar impersonation 
of a volatile and frisky ‘‘child of sorrow 
and shame” in a short frock and blue 
hose, the old ‘‘Fanchon the Cricket” now 
giving place to *Ray,” with its scene 
laid notin picturesque Europe, but at Horse- 
shoe Point, somewhere on the borders of civili- 
zation.

OPERETTA AT THE CASINO. 

Offenbach’s *“*The Brigands” is not un- 
known here, having been produced years ago 
in the reign of James Fisk, Jr., at the Grand 
Opera Honse. But to the younger theatre- 
goers of to day it is unfamiliar, and its revival 
at the Casino last night, with all the splendors 
of the current manner of mounting such works, 
was a decided suceess. There was a large audi- 
ence and the applause was frequent and en- 
thusiastie. Juaging frem last night’s indica- 
tions, the operetta ought to run all the Summer 
and perhaps longer. 

To be sure there 18 not much of the fine 
Gilbertian humor in the work, though the Eng- 
lish libretto is by W. S. Gilbert.

tell. President Ingalls has taken hold ofthe 
company’s affairs prepared for an adiministra- 
tion such asits past old-fogy managers never 
presumed to dream of.

PittsBuRG, Penn., May 9.—Everybody is talk- 
ing over the resolution of Miss Kate Drexel to 
enter the Order of the Sisters of Meroy, but no 
one seems to be aware of the fact that she is 
the second to bring wealth into St. Mary’s Con- 
vent. The sisters are not at ali pleased at the 
newspaper prominence which their postulant 
has raised, and their feeling on this matter has 
been inspired py their experience with Sister 


Mary Innis, who, just two years ago this 
month, put $100,000 at their command, 

No sooner had this information been pub- 
lished than the convent here received letters 
from the various branehes of the sisterhoods all 
over the country, eaeh picturing its own pover- 
ty, the good thata little assistance could do, 
and a hundred and one other reasons why the 
— should be distributed to the poorer con- 
vents. 

The sisters here fear a repetition of this, ana 
itis to be expected. that a formal statement 
will have to be made in a few days to the effect 
that Miss Drexel is still the almoner of her own 
charities. Miss Drexel’s superior—preceptor, 
rather—will be Sister Innis, herself the daugh- 
ter of a millionaire. Her brother isthe Very 
Rev. Thomas A. Casey, Vicar General of the 
Erie Diocese, and her own training as the pet of 
the family of a millionaire is calculated to place 
her insympathy with her charge. With the 
money of Sister Innis the order purchased aix 
lots adjoining their convent. The object of this 
was to build a Girls’ Industrial Home, and if 
Miss Drexel persists in her desire the intentions 
of the order will certainly be carried out. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 9.—Eaeh succeeding day 
adds some interesting contribution to the with- 
drawal of Miss Katherine Drexel, the heiress to 
millions, from society and the world 
to enter the House of Mercy at 
Pittsburg and become a nun, Miss 
Drexel suffered from an affliction fer which 
she tried some of the German waters without 
effect. She went to Lourdes, the waters of 
which are believed to have miraculous powers, 
and there she experienced relief. 

On tbeir return Miss Drexel traveled with 
Bishop O’Connor through the wild [Indian Ter- 
ritory, much of the way horseback, and 
gave $150,000 to be used in establishing and 
aepeerting Catholic missions among the In- 

ans. 

One result of Miss Drexel’s reception into the 
order, it is said, will be thas the Indian mission 
schools in the Northwest will be placed 
under the care of the Sisters of Mer- 
ey, with Bishop O'Connor as Overseer. 
It is now given out by those near her that it is 
Miss Drexel's intention, if permitted, to devote 
her life work as a Siater of Mercy among 
the Indians. In that event she desires 
so far as possible that her private fortune, 
which she has relinquished to the churon, shall 
be used in the prosecution of Indian missions. 





DISTRIBUTING THE BIBLE. 

The seventy-third annual meeting of the 
American Bible Society was held yesterday at 
the Bible House in Fourth-avenue. All the out 
going members of the Board of Managers were 
re-elected except Oliver Harriman,in whose 
place T. G. Sellew was chosen. The annual re- 
port shows thatthe cash receipts for general 
purposes during the year were $499,823 56, 
and in addition $1,347 72 for permanent in- 
vestment. The disbursements for general pur- 
poses were $555,988 78, or $56,166 22 in ex- 


cess of the receipts. The deficiency was made 
up by @ loan in part and in part by the sale of 
securities. The receipts forthe year previous 
were $557,340 18, showing a deorease of 
$57,516 62, explained by the fact that the lega- 
cles were $49,208 93 below those of the pre- 
ceding year. 

There were 1,453,357 copies of the Scriptures 
printed aud purchased during the year, and 
1,440,455 issued from the Bible House, of which 
the circulation in foreign lands was 509,782. In 
seventy-three years the society has issued 
51,270,018 copies of the Scriptures, During 
the year 567,016 families were visited, of whom 
66,951 were found without the Scriptures. The 
report says: ‘*Careful investigation in the large 
cities has demonstrated that too much has been 
taken for granted respecting the supply of the 
people with the Bible. Awerican families in 
large numbers have been found destitute of 
even a portion of the Scriptures.”

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OBITUARY. 
THE REV. J. DAMIEN DE VEUSTER. 

The Rey. J. Damien de Veuster, famous 
as the Jeper priest of Molokai, one of the Sand- 
wich Islands, died April 10. News of the event 
came yesterday by way of Honolulu and San 
Francisco. The story of his life is one of the 
most remarkable in modern history. He was 
born in Louvain, Belgium, Jan. 3, 1840, and at 
the age of 24 was sent as a missionary to Hon- 
olulu, where he was ordained. For a few years 


he led the life of toil and privation which in- 
variably falls to the lot of the Catholic mission- 


ary. 

In 1873 he, in common with others of the 
clergy, was invited to be present at the dedica- 
tion of a chapel just ee Father Lenor 
at Wailuku, onthe Island of Maui. There he 
met the Bishop, who expressed regret that he 
was still unable to send a priest to Molokai. 
This is @ small island where all persons afflicted 
witb seprees in the Hawailan Islands are quar- 
antin under most strict and vigilant super- 
vision of the Government, Father Damien at 
ones volunteered his services, saying: ‘‘M 
Lord, I hear that a small vessel will next wee 
take cattle from Kawaihae to Kaulapapa; if 
you will permit me I will go there to help the 
lepers make their Easter duties.” His request 
was granted, and, in cempany with the 
Bishop and Frenoh Conaul, he landed at the set- 
tlement, where he found a colony ef 800 lepers, 
of whom between four and five hundred were 
Catholics. The lepers were dying at the rate of 
from eight to twelve per week. The priest had 
not time to build himself a hut, and for a season 
he slept in the open air. 

Not long after his-arrival, however, he put up 
a little house and attended faithfully to the 
wants of his peculiar flock. Father Damien’s 
duties after this were varied and constant, 

Charles Warren Stoddard, in his thrilling 
story of ‘* The Lepers of Molokai” says: “ The 
amall chapel which Father Damien found at 
the settlement has become the transeptof the 

resent editice; he, with the aid of a handful of 

epers, enlarged the building, painted it without 

aud decorated if within. Forty orphan boys 
and girls are under his immediate direction. 
Houses with dormitories have been erected 
for them, and the girls, under the direction of 
suitable instructors, are taught needlework 
and the domestic arts.” 

In 1881 Father Damien was made Knight 
Commander of the Order of Kalakaua I He 
worked for eleven yearsin robust health. in 
1884 there were forebodings about the noted 
martyr of Molokai, and in 1885 he showed un- 
mistakable signs of leprosy. He was first 
stricken; in the left leg and then the left ear. 
“ Having no doubt myself,” he wrote in 1886, 
“ofthe true character of my disease, I feel 
calm, resigned, and happier among my people. 
Almighty God knows what is best for my own 
sanctitication.” 

In February the Rev. M. Conrady, an assistant 
of Father Damien, addressed a ietter to a gen- 
tleman in England announcing that the end 
was rapidly approaching. Father Damien had, 
aceording to his assoolate, seen the population 
of Molokai renew itself three times, the average 
duration of a leper’s life being seven years. 

In the May numberof Longman’s Magazine 
Mr. Archibald Ballantyne has an article about 
the heroic priest, in which he says: . “ But 
Damien came, apriest and a teacher, among 
these abandoned, dying wretches. At first, as 
he says himself, his labors seemed to be almost 
in vain, but his kindness, his charity, his sym- 
pathy, and his religious zeal had not long to 
wait before their influence was felt. Beforehe 
reached Molokai the lepper settlement was 
squalid, hideous, almost hellish; now it is a 
peaceful, law-abiding community, presenting 
an attractive and, even on some sides, a cheer- 
ful appearanee.”

The two travelers bore a striking re- 
semblance to Booth and Mrs. Surratt, and de- 
spite their protests they were arrested. 

That night an attempt was made to shoot the 
supposed aasaasins, and the plan of taking them 
out and shooting them was discussed by the 
officers. Good counsel, however, prevailed, and 
the two travelers were released.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Gen. William Harney, the oldest officer of the- 
United States Army, died yesterday at Orlando, 
Filia. Bornin 1800, he was retired five years ago. 
In 1818 he was given his first military appoint- 
ment by Pregident Mouroe as a Lieutenant in tue 
First Regiment of Infantry, stationed in Louisiana. 
His next conspicuous service was in the Black 
Hawk war, after which he took a leave of absence 
anid came to St. Louis, where he married Mary Mul- 
lanphy, danghter of John Muillanphy. When the 
Mexican war broke out he was placea in command 
on the Texas frontier. When the civil war began 
he was stationed at St. Louis. His services ended 
in 1863. In 1865 he was brevetted Major General 
for long and faitnful service. 

William D. O’Connor, Assistant General Superin- 
tendent of the Life-Saving Service, died in Wash- 
ington, D. C,, yesterday, after a long illness, from 
paralysis. He was a native of Boston, and had been 
employed in the Treasury Department since 1861. 
He was a man of great literary ability. 

Lieut. Abram F. Rockefeller, United States Navy, 
died at his residence in Hudson, N. Y., yesterday, 
after a brief illness. He was forty-six years of age, 
and had made a brilliant record in the navai service.

WORK AT THE CRAMPS’ SHIPYARD. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 9.—A contract for the 
building of a steel freight steamer for the Met- 
ropolitan Steamship Company of New-York for 
service between New-York and Boston was 
signed to-day by William Cramp & Sons, the 
shipbuilders. The new boat is to be 288 feet 
loug, 43 feet beam, and 28 feet deep, witha 
register of about 1,800 tons. She will be fitted 
with triple expansion engines, and will have 
three decks. Her keel will be laid at once, and 
sne will be completed as soon as possible. 

The engines and machinery of the oruiser 
Baltimore were given a doek trial to-day. The 
vessel was securely moored to her wharf, fires 
were lighted under her boiler, and the engines 
were started undér halfa head ofsteam.

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TRUNK LINE PRESIDENTS 


THEIR TESTIMONY OONFLIOIS 
ON VIIAL POINTS. 

THE SENATE INTER-STATE COMMERCE 
COMMITTEE EXPEOTS TO ADJOURN} 
TO-DAY FOR A WHILE. 

Four railroad Presidents appeared before 
the Inter-State Commerce Committee of the 
; United States Senate yesterday. The first wit- 
jmess of the day would never have been picked 
/Out of a crowd by an average judge of men for 
the President of such a company as the Penn- 
‘eylvania, for Mr. George 8. Roberts seldom ap- 
pears in public unaccompanied by an air of lan- 
igor that would have made Sothern envious. 
iBut Mr. Roberts experienced no difficulty in 
‘answering most of the committee's questions, 
jthough, judging from some of his testimony 
touching Canadian roads, he had not read the 
Inter-State law for some time, and was rather 
short on many of its provisions. 

» President Van Horn of the Canadian Pacitic 

| made a favorable impression and seemed en- 

, tirely willing to give all the information want- 

{ ed by the committee. More than once in the 
session the committee was informed that the 
i@limination of Canadian railroads from the 
railroad problem would greatly benefit Ameri- 
can roads, although the wiping out of the Cana- 

‘dian roads, the committee was assured, would 

' have no effect on freight rates. The two bits of 

information did not seem to jibe, but the com- 

mittee made no comments on the circumstance, 

‘Senator Barbour joined the other Senators yes- 

| terday. Judge Cooley of the Inter-State Com- 


i\mMerce Commission was one of the visitors. Gov. 
‘Larrabee of Iowa was another csller. 
|. Mr. Roberts, after giving his name and posi- 
ition to the official stenographer, said: **The 
Pennsylvania Railroad begins at New-York, ex- 
tends to Cincinnati, Louisville, Chicago, ana St. 
(Leuis. The trunk lineruns frem New-York to 
{Pittsburg. The original charter was for a read 
‘from Harrisburg to Pittsburg. The system had 
}no business with the Grand Trunk. At one 
/ point it touched Lake Ontario at Little Sodus 
“Bay. Since the Government undertook to ree- 
ulate transportation on American lines, I can- 
‘not but feel it places them at a disadvantage, 
as Canadian lines are not under the same re- 
atrictions, The Pennsylvania has not directly 
suffered. We have felt the effect of the inde- 
/pendence of the Grand Trunk. It must be ap- 
|perent that the immunity from restriction of 
i adian roads in Canada must interfere with 
|! American roads. They may observe the law in 
ithe United States; I do not know. I don’t 
know that the Canadian roads do serious injury 
‘to Amerioan roads, but they have an ad- 
Vantage if they so desired to manage 
‘ ;their properties. So far as economy in moy- 
\ing tratiic is concerned, the Pennsylvania 
,G@n Operate between Chicago and the East as 
'gheaply, certainly, as any other road. The dif- 
| Roulty is that American roads must compete, in 
& sense, with the Government of Canada, This 
;18 harsh. I know of no direct subsidy the Grand 
) Trupk bas received, but the Canadian Pacific 
jhas, These roads have an incidental advantage 
‘in the price of their supplies. They pay & 
lower rate on capital It has been stated they 
;pay no dividends. I was not aware that 
‘the Grand Trunk had recently increased ite 
east-bound business greatly. I thinkitis wise 
j for the public and the railroads thatthe Trunk 
‘ Line Association should exist. It provides sta- 
!Dility and uniformity of rates. hatever is 
| for the benefit of the public is for the advan 
| tage of the railroads. I think there has been 
!{mprovement since the enactment of the inter- 
/ Statelaw. It has tended to increase the hon- 
esty of the administration of railroads, and I 
! think those so engaged are head and shoulders 
' above men engaged in most vocations.” 
! genator Cullom—Such men, then, had a large 
capacity, naturally, for evading the law, as it 
has been intimated they have done? 

Mr. Roberts—The condition that prevailed 
was not the fault of the railroads; they had 
been under no sort of supervision. Such a law 
should have been passed years ago. It was full 
time that the Government should exercise some 
sortof control. The amendments to the law 
have had, in one or two instances I have heard 
of, a most salutary effect. I think it is due to 
; American roads that foreign roads entering the 
; United States and doing business therein should 
| De governed by the same laws. I do not think 
| this country can legislate for a toreign corpora- 
/%ton when the latter is not in American juris- 
‘diction. I am not clear that foreign roads 
should be allowed to do business in this coun- 
/ try. Ithink there are great advantages in the 
| present interchange of business. It would be 
| largely to the advantage of bovh countries if the 
. Darriers were taken away, but mostly to the

° w ©. Van Horn, President of the Canadian 

Pacific, succeeded Mr. Roberts as a witness. 
He gaia the main line extended from Quebec 
te Vancouver. Another line extended from 
Montreai to London, and would be extended to 
the Detroit River. A leased line would ex- 
tend across Maine and connect with the New- 
Brunswick system. The real eastern terminus 
‘Was at Mattawamkeag. The system extended 

, to 8t. John and Halifax. There was a branch 
‘from Sunbury Junction to Sault Ste. Marte. 
The only lines in the United States were in 
Maine and from the 8t. Lawrence to Newport, 
Vt. The roads connecting Duluth and Minne- 
avolis with the **Soo’’ Koad were not owned by 
the Canadian Pacific, but the latter’s friends 
control it. The bridge over the “Soo” was owned 
by the Canadian Pacific half, Duluth, South 
Shore and Atlantic quarter, and “Soo” Road 
quarter. Mr. Van Horn could not be induced 
to say the Canadian Pacific controlled the 
bridge or the two roads which own half of it. 
Each road was a8 separate corporation. Sir 
George Stephen, Sir Donald Smith, and the wit- 
ness were Directors of the Duluth and the 
Ganadian Pacific. The chief trafic of the Ca- 
‘padian Pacific was Canadian to the extent of 
90 per cent. This included cotton goods busi- 
nees from Canada to China. Very little purely 

American business passed the Detroit frontier. 

Eastern business reached Boston by the Sonth- 
eastern and Boston and Lowell and by Bos- 
tou and Concord. The road had some traffic 
from the East to San Francisco, Seattle, 
and Puget Sound points, and vice versa, The 

Canadian Pacitic obtained, exclusive of coal, 

only.a very inconsiderable portion of its ton- 

nage from the United States. Much of it was 
lumber. The American roads competed on 
trafiic from Ontario to Manitoba, The Canadian 

Pacific got a passenger differential on Pacific 

eoast business. He thought it was $5 for sec- 

ond-class and $10 for first-class passengers. 

The road did little freight business with San 

Francisco. It obtained a _ differential, he 

thought, on that business. The.passenger dif- 

ferential his road got on passengers from San 

Francisco and Portland. 

Mr. Van Horn was asked to give a history of 
the road. He gave much testimony produced 
on Wednesday by James J. Hill. The Govern- 
ment turned over to a private company 771 
miles of completed road, he said, when the 
public so demanded, as work under the Govern- 
Ment was both slow and expensive. The sub- 
sidies of $25,000,000 and 25,000,000 acres of 
land were given for constructing only a part of 
the road, It borrowed $35,000,000 from the 
Government and paid it back in $25,000,000in 
cash and 7,000,000 acres of land. The road 
was opened for trafic in 1886. Mr. Van Horn 
said the bit of road which cost the Govern- 
ment $35,000,000 and was turned over to 
the company was worth nothing as a 
bit of property. Just as advantageous a 
piece could be built for $22,000,000. The item 
of capital stock, $65,000,000, is correct. [twas 
originally $100,000,000. It was to pay a divi- 
dend of 3 percent. The company borrowed 
$29,880,000 from the Government at 4 per 
cent, giving all it had as security. That was 
in 1884. Afterward it borrowed $5,000,000 
more. Itclaimed power to mortgage property 
by decreasing stock from $100,000,000 to 
,$65,000,000. It reduced its land grant by giv- 
ing the Government about.7,000,000 acres in 
lieu of $10,000,000, and also paid the Govern- 
ment $25,000,000. The land-grant bonds have 
been canceled by proceeds of land sales, ail 
but $5,000,000. The Government was paid by 
land-grant sales and proceeds of sale of 
$35,000,000 of bonds to the public. They sold 
for 9442 to 94%. The company had a monopoly 
of railroad building in the Northwest. It was 

roposed if the Government would guarantee in- 
terest en $15,000,000 of bonds for fifty years to 
concel the monopoly. This was done. Those 
bonds, 349 per cents, “aid for 98. The subsidy 
on the linefrom Monudal to Mattawamkeag, 
which will be opened next month, amounts to 
$186,000 a year. Payment began last year. 

Senator Cullom—The total of subsidies, grants, 
and aids by the Government to the Canadian 
Pacific amounts, according to our figures, to 
$215,361,677. 

Mr. Van Horn—We Go not make it that. Ao- 
cording to our figures we received from the 
Government 714 miles of completed road. It 
was not worth to the company more than 
‘$10,000,000, for it would have taken a differ- 
ent route. It received $35,000,000 and 18,000,- 
‘000 acras of laud. The rest the company paid 
back. The terminals given to the company on 
the Pacitic were practically worth nothing. 

Senater Cullom—Your report for 1886 states

ngsof theroad. The gross receipts last year 
were, he said, $13,195,535. The net earnings 
were $3,870,774 These figures included the 
earnings of the lake steamers. The 
earnings per ton per mile last year were 
1 2-100 cents. There was little difference in 
the rates of through and local freights. The 
road had carried two or three consignments at 
legs than cost from the Pacific coast on account 
of a tax inflicted by the Northern Pacific. The 
road acted with a full understanding with the 
other transcontinental lines, ‘The latter had an 
assotiation. The road conformed to the pro-. 
visions of the inter-State law. whether the 
goods were carried from an American to a Ca- 
nadian point, or from an American point to an 
American point. For about two weeks, during 
@ war, the Canadian Pacific carried goods to 
the far Northwest. Not an agent was sent 
south of the international boundary until the 
agreement was broken by American lines. 
Then the Oanadian Pacifie hurled a stone 
through the French plate-glass windows of its 
neighbors, and made matters as hot as possible 


until they all came together. again and 
shook  aands. Now they worked in 
peace. Mr. Van Horn had never 


considered the American lines their real com- 
petitors for Asiatic trade. The chief competi- 
tion was by the Suez Canal route. The Cana- 
Gian Pacific never expected to compete with 
the Suez Canal in carrying English teas, which 
come from China. So far as Great Britain was 
concerned, the road relied upon its passenger 
traffic. The line of steamers that ran between 
’Frisco and Vancouver was an American line, 
and had been running before the Canadian Pa- 
cific was built. The Dominion paid it a subsidy 
for carrying the mails. 

Senator Gorman—What do you mean by ob- 
serving the inter-State commerce law? 

Mr. Van Horn—We carry freight from Ameri- 
can points to American points, from American 
to Canadian points, and Canadian to American 
points, according to the law. Every agent is 
under instructions to this effect. We publish 
our rates. We are liable to punishment for in- 
fraction. We nave no higher intermediate rate 
than from States’ to States’ points. We did not 
voluntarily observe the long and ashbort haul 
clause within Canadian territory, but counsel 
informed us that according to the law we were 


' compelled to do so. 


Senator Gorman asked to be provided with 
lists of Directors, copy of leases, ana other de- 
tails of all roads controlied or owned in the 
United States by the Canadian Pacific. Mr. 
Van Horn promised to furnish them. He also 
stated that all subsidies were granted to the 
road that ran from Lake Nipissing to the Pa- 
cific coast. ‘The Northern Pacific, an easier 
line to construct, got 46,000,000 acres of land. 
No subsidy was given to the Canadian Pacific 
tor roads that competed with American roads. 

There was not a day in the year, Mr. Van 
Horn said, when the Canadian Paeific could 
not be operated. Not an hour had been lost 
last year. The snow sheds were really cedar 
tunnels. They cost as much as $300,000 a 
mile. Seven or eight of them eost $4,000,000. 
There were 5,291 miles in the road. It wasa 
shorter road from New-York to Vancouver than 
any of the Chicago roads to Puget Sound. All 
things considered, he thought the Canadian 
Pacitic was able to hold its own. Committee 
and witness were on very goed terms before 
Mr. Van Horn finished his testimony and gave 
place to an Ameriean railroader. 

Mr. John Newell said he was President and 
manager of the Lake Shoreand Michigan South- 
ern Railroad Company, and that Chicago and 
Buffalo were the terminals of the road. The 
Grand Trunk was a persistent bidder for traitfic. 
The Grand Trunk was gradually climbing up as 
@ competitor at Chicago for east-bound traffic. 
He had reason to suppose the increase was due 
to making lower rates than the rates agreed 
upon. The Lake Shore was a member of the 
Central Trattic Association. He thought the 
Grand Trunk nad been acutter for fifteen years. 
Mr. Newell was asked for proof. He said he had 
none, but was sure he could put his hand on it. 
He wars asked if be could furnish such proof, 
and said he could and would. Senator Cullom 
informed Mr. Newell that Mr. Hickson had told 
the committee that the Grand Trunk had 
obeyed the law rigidly. Mr. Newell dia not 
offer to change his testimony. For the last three 
months the export trade of the Lake Shore had 
been only a quarter of that of the Grand Trunk. 
Previous to that the two roads had carried 
about an equal amount. About the beginning 
of March the Lake Shore wascarryingto Boston 
for Liverpool! for 49 cents; the Grand Trunk’s 
rate at the same time and on the same ships 
was 44. That was before the commission an- 
nounced that the inland and ocean rates should 
be separate. Since the announcement he did 
not know how the Grand Trunk conducted its 
export business. The Lake Shore had lost its 
export trade this Spring on account of the 
Grand Trunk. 

Senator Cullom—How long will it take to fur- 
nish “Ogg of what you say against the Grand 
Tronk? , 

Mr. Newell—About a month. I cannot get all 
the cuts, but enough to make a case. For fif- 
teen years we have been trying to find a way 
out of the difficulty, but have not agreed. I 
think if the inter-State law were enforced it 
might bring the Grand Trunk and other aliens 
to book. It is possible that the Canadian officers 
ofthe Grand Trunk give rebates that their 
American agents know nothing of. I do not 
know that the Grand Trunk Company could be 
induced to produce its books. [If the Grand 
Trunk were given the alternative of living up 
to the inter-State law or leaving American ter- 
ritory, it would, I think, obey the law. Ifit aid 
80 there would be no need of shutting out Ca- 
nadian roads. 


Mr. Newell held that the Grand Trunk should 
be compelled to obey the inter-State law in its 
own as well as in American territury.. Senator 
Blair asked if it wouid be fair to ask a foreign 
road to do in its own territory what American 
roads did not do in their territory. He ex- 
plained by stating that any road the terminals 
of which were within a State did not observe 
the leng and short haul clause. Mr. Newell 
thought the scope of the law might bo extended. 

Senator Blair asked if the witness thought 
Canada ought not to give Americans the benefit 
of a general railroud law such as the United 
States gave Canadians. Mr. Newell said he 
would not object to the abrogation of the gen- 
eral railroad law. Senator Biair said that was 
generally the way with people who had got all 
they wanted. 

The next witness was Henry B. Ledyard, 
President of the Michigan Central. He said 
that his system had a mileage of 1,500 miles, of 
which 350 miles were in (anada. The Michigan 
Central's Canadian connecion was the Canada 
Southern. The Michigan Central’s competitor 
in Canada was the Grand Trunk, The Michigan 
Central did not fare very well in the confllet. 
Mr. Ledyard said his road and other American 
roads had been fighting the Grand Trunk for 
years. Canadian roads were assisted not 
only by the Government, but by towns 
and counties through which they passed. 
The local rates of Canadian roads were 
much higher than on Ameriean roads. The 
Michigan Central’s rates in Canada were higher 
than they were on American soil. He had sug- 
gested to Commissioner Cooley twe years ago 
that all Canadian roads that did business in 
America should be compelled to conform to its 
provisions. It had not been done, He supposed 
that the instance in which the Grand Trunk had 
carried coal from Buftalo to Hamilton for less 
than the published rate could be duplicated. 
Mr. Ledyard wanted the United States to enact 
a law by which it could make the freight and 
passenger rates for Canada. Senator Blair 
hinted thatit might be difficult for the United 
States todoin Canada what it was not able to 
do in its own territory. Dia Mr. Ledyard want 
a@ new law, one that would make rates as well 
as enforce thom? Mr. Ledyard said he did. 

To Senator Gorman Mr. Ledyard said a half 
cent per ton per wile for freight would not pay 
4 per cent. on the capital invested, 

To Senator Blair the witness said he had laid 
down steei rails on the Canada Southern for 
$22. They had been .boughtin Englaud. To 
buy the same rails at Pittsburg would have 
cost $35 per ton. 

To-day’s witnesses before the committee will 
be representative merchants and large shippers.

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THE WOOLEN MEN HOPEFUL. 


MANY NEW. SIGNATURES 
AGREEMENT SECURED. 
‘Manufacturers of and dealers’in woolen 
goods are greatly encouraged by the manner in 
which the trade is responding to the call of the 
Woolen Goods Association for siguatures to the 





agreement to systematize terms and discounts. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
association was held yesterday, at which some 
prominent Massachusetts and Connecticut rep- 
resentatives were present The hbellef was ex- 
pressed that a sufficient number of signatures 
would be secured to put the standard of terms 
therein provided for into operation before the 
advent of another season. 

The form of the agreement at present in cir- 
culation is, of course, much simpler than that 
originally proposed, and some of those who, in 
the first instance, were ardent in their support 
of an enforcement of standard terms of credits 
ana discounts, have grown lukewarm because 


the present agreement is not far-reaching. 
enough in its provisions to suit their views. 

Sub-committees of the Executive Committee 
have addressed some of these gentlemen, atriv- 
ing to impress upon them that just at present 
the chief desideratum was organization upon 
some basis. The organization once effected, 
they could fee) their way to a broader and grad- 
ually-expanding basis that world ultimately 
include ali that was desired by the most ardent 
advocate of organization. 

One of the largest manufacturers of woolens 
in the country said yesterday: ‘“ We can go to 
the commercial agencies to-day and secure in- 
formation relative to a man’s credit and finan- 
cial standing, but not aword can we get as to 
his methods of doing business. He may be a 
cheat and a scoundrel in hts methods, but 60 
long as his bills are paid at maturity and his 
Duper does not goto protest, his standing, ac- 
cording to the commercial agency standard, 
may be allright. That's thecondition of things 
against which the manufacturers need most to 
combine for mutual protection. I have been 
measuring out from $4,000 to $5,000 worth of 
goods every day for ten years and in all of that 
time have had but one buyer report an over- 
delivery. In the same time the allowances for 
trumped-up shortages and defects have 
amounted to over $2,000 a year. 

* Another class against which we have need 
of protecting ourselves is the spongers. These 
men, in their anxiety to curry favor with their 
customers, the buyers, have become not only 
spongers of cloth, but spongers of the manufact- 
urers a8 well. They find defects in cloth which 
the average expert would never see or would 
pass Over as too trivial to mention, but which, 
coming from the sponger, are made the basis 
of claims for rebates thatrob us of all possibil- 
ity of profit.” 

With reference to the hearing to be given 
certain importers of worstedsa before the Col- 
lector to-day, upon their appeals from the de- 
cisions of Appraiser Cooper, in which he classi- 
fied worsteds a3 woolens for the purposes of 
tariff taxation, the committee heard informally 
some suggestions of ex-Special Treasury Agent 
Hirds, now the special agent of the associa- 
tion. Mr. Hinds’s points in favor of Appraiser 
Cooper’s rulings were highly approved of by 
the committee and will be urged before the 
Collector to-day, either in a brief by Mr. Hinds 
himself or by some other _ representative 
of the association. Their publication in ada- 
vance of the hearing was prohibited. Ata con- 
ference with Secretary Windom the representa- 
tives of the woolen industry were informed 
that before he could review the action of his 
predecessor they must bring him a case involv- 
ing the point. he first decisions of the New- 
York and Philadelphia Appraisers are or their 
—_ on appeal now and as soon as the decision 
of Collector Van Cott is rendered will be certi- 
fied to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Of the nature of the devision to be rendered 
by the Collector and subsequently by Secre- 
tary Windom but little doubt is entertained 
by American manufacturers.

PUBLIO FUNDS DIVERTED. 


TAX COLLECTOR BOURKE OF BROOK- 
LYN SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS. 





A serious shortage in the accounts of. 


Michael: J. Bourke, a special tax collector of 
the Twenty-sixth Ward, Brooklyn—the old town 
of New-Lot#—was brought to light yesterday. 
The town of New-Lots was authorized in 1886 
by the Legislature to issue $110,000 worth of 
bonds, due in twenty years, at 5 per cent., for 
street improvements, and citizens were given 
the option of paying their assessments in a 
lump or annually. 

Bourke was appointed collector in 1887 for a 
term of five years at a salary of $3,000 a year. 
He had previously little money, but several 
months ago he established a dry goods store on 
Atilantic-avenue with Henry L. Ryan, in which 
he put $10,000. The store is near ,Alabama- 
avenué and is doing a big business, 

The funds collected shoula have been turned 
over to the Supervisor of the ward. Bourke was 
not called upon frequently to hand over money 
to Supervisor Forbell, but when Supervisor 
Watson was elected a year ago he began look- 
ing into the matter and Bourke finally confessed 
that his eyes gg mixed —_ espa goat 
might be a shortage. © exact amount is no 
Been but itis probably in the neighborhood 
of $20,000. Bourke has collected more than 
$40,000 and paidin about $15,000. Recently 
he employed N. G. Palmer to do the collecting, 
but Mr. Palmer as soon as he collected money 
turned it over to Bourke and knows nothing of 
the shortage. 

Bourke claims that he used the money in 
elestion and political expenses, feeling that he 
would be able to make whatever shortage there 
was good. He has many irtends in East New- 
York who are willing to give him money to 
help him out of his difficulty, ana noe one will 
make a complaint against him. Mr. Bourke 
‘was much troubled yesterday at the fact of his 
methods of dealing with public money being 
publicly known. He is a member of the Kings 
County Democratic General Committee. 


WALL-STREET TALA. 








In yesterday’s stock market the annual 
report of the Atchison, Toveka and Santa Fé 
Railroad Company figured more conspicuously 
than anything else. Wall-street did not con- 
strue the report as at all favorable, and the 
result was a concession in the Atchison quota- 
tion, with a weakening of prices throughout 
the whole list. i 

The body of the pamphlet report gives and 
comments upon figures which are really only 
the figures appertaining to tbe operations of 
what 1s officialty styled “the atchison system 
proper.”

This 
tabie shows the deficit of $1,517,887 on the 
system proper and addsa deficit of $3,097,936 
for ‘properties leased and _ controlled 
whose stocks are owned entirely by the 
Atchison Company,” and a deficit of $941,500 
for ‘‘other properties owned jointly with other 
railroad cowpanies.” And these grand totals

STRENGTH OF FOREIGN NAVIBS. 

In reply to a number of letters which 
have been received, it can be stated that there 
are in the British Navy on the Admiralty Lst, 
irrespective of tugs and the like, which cannot 
properly be called war ships, 67 armored and 
partially-armored vessels and 151 unarmored 
vessels. Basides the above, there are in the 
colonies the following number of war ships: 
India, 2; Queensland, 3; South Australia, 1; 
Victoria, 7; all of which latter are properly 
British vessels. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that of the 151 unarmored many of them 
are unfit for service, and only retain a position 
in the active list beoause they serve duty as re- 
ceiving bulks and training ships. They are, 
nevertheless, British war vessels. 

In the Russian Navy there are in the Baltic 
fleet 31 comergte armor-clad ships and 69 other 
craft. In the Black Sea fleet there are in all 49 
war vessels. In the Siberian and Caspian flotil- 
las there are 29 vessels inall. In the Pacific 
squadron there are 7 war Vessels.
